THE EXPIRING CONGRESS 


FORCING NEW “AND IMPORTANT 
BILLS BEFORE THE HOUSE. 

A GREAT ACCUMULATION OF BUSINESS OF 
ALL KINDS-—MEMBERS PERSISTING IN 
BRINGING FORWARD NEW MEASURES— 
wow IT Is HOPED TO SMUGGLE THEM 


THROUGH. 

WasnincTon, Feb. 21.—The calendars of 
the House contain an aggregate of nearly 2,000 
bills that are awaiting action. These bills em- 
brace every subject known to legislation, but 
excest those relating to pensions, few will re- 
ceive attention. Ordinarily, the rules of the 
House would afford relief to this blockade, 
and under wise management in the early part 
of the session, many of the bills that now 
crowd the calendars would have been disposed 
of. Under the general pressure, however, that 
is invariably made at the close of the session 
of an expiring Congress very little progress 
tan be made, nor can the rules be invoked with 
any reasonable chance to secure the desired re- 
lief. If the introduction of new business could 
be entirely suspended from this time, much of 
the business already accumulated and which 
has been partly, and in some cases fully, con- 
sidered might be disposed of. But, unfortu- 
pate!;, the ‘‘regular order” has to be pro- 
ceeded with daily, which consists in the intro- 
duction of new biils, reports from committees, 
&c., thus consuming time that might be de- 
voted to the consideration of measures upon 
which the House is now prepared to act. More 
than an hour was wasted in the House to-day 
in this manner under the call of States for the 
introduction of bills for reference to commit- 
tees. Not one of the bills presented to-day has 
the remotest chance of being acted uron, and 
the folly of presenting them will be better un- 
derstood when it is known that, except the 
Committee on Appropriations, and, perhaps, 
Ways and Means, none of the committees will 
agai meet, and few of them will be given an 
opportunity to report the work already pre- 
pared for presentation. 

Among the bills introduced to-day was one 
by Mr. Warner, of Ohio, to create a board of 
fiscal agents to watch over the collections and 
expenditures of the public moneys. This bill 
provides for the appointment by the President 
of a Board of Fiscal Inspectors to consist of 
threa members, no more than two of whom 
shaJl be taken from the samo political party, 
who shall hold office during life or good be- 
havior. and who, having held the office of 
Fisca! Inspector, shall be —s to any 
other office of profit under the United States 
Government. No cone under 40 years of age or 
over 45 shall be appointed a member of the 
board, and any member shall be entitled to be 
retired at the age of 70 on full pay. Every 
member sha! be entitled to receive a salary of 
— dollars, and the board may employ a Secre- 
tary at a salary of $2,000 per annum, and two 
clerks at $1,200 each. Section 2 prescribes that 
it shall be the duty of the board to watch over 
the collection and expenditure of the public 
treasure, and to that end, in cases where in the 
judgment of the voard there is reason to sus- 
pect carelessness, negligence, vids igre de 
malfeasance, embezzlement, or fraud, to in- 
quire inte and investigate the conduct of of)- 
cers and agents intrusted with the duty of 


raising or expending the public moneys, or of | 


keeping the accounts thereof. The board shall 
havo power to inspect all books and accounts, 
to sent for persons and papers, and to ex- 
amine ‘witnesses under oath. In cases 
where, in the judgment of the _ board, 
an officer or egent of the Government 
s guilty of misappropriating the public money 
sr of embezzlement or malfeasance in office, it 
thal] have power to arrest and suspend from 
office such officer or agent, and shall present 
such officer or agent, with the evidence in its 
possession, to the law officers of the Govern- 
ment in the district or circuit courts where the 
offense may have been committed, for indict- 
ment and prosecution. It is made the duty 
of the board to report from time to time its 
doings to the heads of departments, and annu- 
ally to Congress. Mr. Warner must know 
that, at this stage of the session, there is 
not the slightest possibility of having 
such a bill considered, and he will 
not pretend that a measure of such importance 
should be acted upon without the-fullest op- 
portunity for examination. But the bill hav- 
ing been introduced, it is considered, in the 
parliamentary sense before the House or one 
of the committees, and, therefore, it would be 
in order after Saturday next for Mr. Warner 
or any other member to mbve to suspend the 
rules and pass it. This may not be the pur- 
pose of Mr. Warner in introducing the bill re- 
ferred to, but there can be no doubt that 
man7 of the measures that will be intro- 
duced between now and the close of the 
session wiil be brought forward in the hope 
that in the general excitement and confusion 
that always attend the expiring hours of Con- 
gress, such measures may be crowded through 
under a suspension of the rules and without 
attracting general attention. 

Mr. Chalmers brought up the tariff issue in 
the shape ot a joint resolution, which is as fol- 
lows: 

Whereas, The oniy excuse for a protective tariff 
isto encourage infant manufactures and protect 
free labor of the United States against the slave and 
pauper labor of foreign countries; therefore, to se- 
sure the benefits intended to American labor, 

Fesolved, That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall, as soon as practicable, ascertai: and report 
whe cost of producing in foreign countries all 
articles on which Custom duties are now levied, 
snd thecost of producing the same article in the 
United States: ana whenever the cost of producing 
any article which has been manufactured or pro- 
duced inthe United States for 10 years shall be 
less in any foreign country than the cost of produc- 
ing the Same article in the United States, then the 
custom duty on such article shall not exceeda 
sum equal to the difference between the wages 
paid to laborers in the foreign country where such 
article is more cheaply produced and the wages 
paid to laborers employed in producing the same 
article in the United States, with the cost of trans- 
portation added thereto. 

Another subject of great importance was 
forced before the House to-day by Mr. Urner, 
of Maryland. He introduced a bill to appoint 
a cominission to inquire into the injustice of 
freight charges upon inter-State commerce, 
and to propose a remedy. It provides for the 
appointment of a commission to consist of 
three members, one of whom shall have a prac- 
tical knowledge of the management of rail- 
roads, ony of whom shall be a member of the 
legal profession, and one of whom shall be in- 
terested in commercial pursuits, whose duty ii 
shall be, first, to inquire whether any of the 
railroads or other common carriers of the 
United Statesin their freight charges make un- 
juss discrimination against communities or in- 
dividuals; and, if so, what railroads, where, 
and in what particular; second, to inquire 
whether the freight charges for carrying the 
inter-State commerce of the United States are 
oppressive and unjust; and, if so, how, where, 
and in what particular; third, to report to the 
next session of Congress the result of their in- 

uiry, with such recommendations as they may 

eem wise and practicable to remedy the 
wrong, and prevent injustice, if any is found 
to exist. x ; 

In the Senate to-day the Vice-President sub- 

‘ * : are) : 
mitted the resignation of Senator Hamlin as a 
Regent of the Smithsonian Institution and an- 
nounced the appointment of Senator Hoar to 
the place. Theconference report on the Army 
Appropriation bill was agreed to, and the Post 
Route bill was reported and passed. Mr. 
Conkling offered a resolution directing the 
Secretary to furnish to.the Committee on 
Ways an’ Means of the House a copy of the 


engrossed Senate bill for the relief of Chester 
A. Arthur, Coilector of the Port of New-York, 


the same having been lost or mislaid since its 
reference to the committee on June 5, 1880. 
The resolution was agreed to. The Senate 
then took up the Legislative, Executive, and 
Judicial Appropriation bill end devoted the 
remainder of the afternoon to its considera- 
tion. 

The Senate held an evening session, and took 


up for consideration the bill for the construc- 


tion of a Congressional library building. The 
report of the committee recommending Ju- 
diciary-square as a proper site was read and 
Suppo: by Messrs. Voorhees and Thurman. 
Mr. Morrill moved to amend by making the 
site the squares numbered from 726 to 731, 
inclusive, cast of the Capitol, between B-street 
North and B-street South and First-street East 


end Second-street East. This amendment was

adopted by the overwhelming majority of 39 
to7. After considerable aiscussion as to the 
cost of the ground and structure, the bill and 
amendments were ordered printed, and the 
Senate adjourned.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA FRAUDS. 

A CONGRESSIONAL REPORT SUSTAINING 
TREASURER GILFILLAN’S CHARGES. : 

WasHineton, Feb. 21.—The long investi- 
gation made last session by the House Commit- 
tee on the District of Columbia, concerning 
certain charges preferred by United States 
Treasurer Gilfillan against the Commissioners 
of the District, has borne fruit in the shape of 
a report which was submitted to-day to the 


committee by Mr. Aldrich, of Rhode Island. 
Action upon it was postponed until Wednes- 
doy. The report isa very long one. its con- 
clusions ere that the charges of the Treasurer 
against the Commissioners have been fully 
proved, the evidence in most instances reaching 
far beyond the allegations; that the revision 
of assessments has been conducted in a loose 
and irresponsible manner, without proper su- 
pervision by the Commissioners; that the 
Commissioners have by their acts and omis- 
sions deprived the District of large amounts of 
revenue justly due to it; that they have im- 
properly discriminated in favor of the delin- 
quent tax-payer to the detriment of the inter- 
ests of the District and of the conscientious 
tax-payer; that they have disobeved the 
requirements of the law, and _ have 
set up evasive pretexts for that dis- 
obedience, and that, on the plea of construct- 
ing the acts of Congress as measures of 
relief, they have perverted them from their 
true intent in order to relieve property-holders 
from taxes and penalties lawfully due, in all 
of which various acts and omissions they have 
been guilty of grave dereliction of duty, de- 
serving of censure. The report recommends 
that the present Board of Commissioners be 
abolished, and that their powers and duties be 
conferred upon a single Commissioner, to be 
appointed without regard to residence in the 
District, and to whom the engineer and other 
officers of the District shall be subordinate.

SENATOR CARPENTER VERY ILL. 
FEARS THAT HE WILL NOT BE PRESENT AT 
THE REORGANIZATION OF THE SENATE. 

Wasnincton, Feb. 21.—Senator Matt 
Carpenter has not been at his place in the Sen- 
ate for several weeks. It is well known that 
his life has been threatened for some time by a 
dangerous disease, and that his ability to at- 
tend to business was secured only by constant 
care and strict observance of medical regu- 
jations. Two or three days ago he so far re- 
covered from his recent attack that he left his 
house and called upon the President. It was 
then hoped that he would soon be seen again in 
the Senate Chamber. He had been soill, however, 
that rnmors of his death had been circulated 
in the West. His apparent recovery has been 
followed by a relapse, and his condition now 
is such that the indications are by no means 
encouraging. Those who have seen him with- 
in the last two or three years, and who are 
acquainted with the symptoms of a malady 
which has carried off many public men, do not 
need to be told that he is suffering from 
Bright’s disease. If he should not be able to 
attend the meeting of the Senate when the or- 
ganization of committees is made the Republi- 
cans of that body will surely be in a minority, 
and Senator Mahone’s vote will cease to be im- 
portant. 

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amount to $122,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $704,345 51, and from Customs, $741,271 96. 

An order was adopted by the House to-day 
designating Sunday next at3o’clock for the 


observance of the ceremonies in memory of the 
late Fernando Wood. 

The Treasury Department to-day ordered 
the transfer of $4,684,299 in gold bullion from 
the Assay Office in New-York to the Philadel- 
phia Mint for coinage into eagles and half- 
eagles. This transfer leaves about $49,900,000 
of gold bullion at the New-York Assay Office. 


The House Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads agreed to-day to make a favorable 


report on Mr. Money’s bill, which provides 
that the rate of postage o1 second class publi- 
cations deposited in a letter-carrier office, for 
delivery by the carriers of the office, shall be 
uniform at 2 cents a pound. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee has not yet 
taken action upon the nomination of Mr. 
Shepard to be District Attorney for the South- 
ern District of New-York, in place of Forster, 
withdrawn, but arrangements have been made 
which indicate that it will be considered at the 
next meeting. No action was taken to-day on 
the nomination of Judge Billings, and it will 
probably die in the committee. 

A preliminary report upon the silk manufac- 
ture of the United States has been issued by 
the Census Office, which shows that the total 
value of the finished goods for the year ending 
June 30, 1880, was $34,410,463: number of fac- 
tories, 388; amount of capital (real and sol 
sonal) invested, $18,899,500; looms, 8,467. The 
greatest number of hands employed at any 
one time during the year was 54,440, and the 
total amount paid in wages $9,107,835. 

Gen. Sherman has concluded to modify his 
order as Chief Marshal of the maugural cere- 
monies so that all classes of organizatibns, in- 
cluding the Boys in Blue, the Grand Army of 
the Republic, &c., will be placed in the first 
division, under command ot Gen. Ayres. The 
second division will be composed of the Penn- 
sylvania troops exclusively and will be massed 
east of the Capitol. The programme will also 
be modified so as to leave the north side of 
Pennsylvania-avenue and the cross streets 
north of the avenue entirely clear for spec- 
tators. Gen. Sherman will issue the official 
programme of the procession in a day or two, 
which, it is thought, will be so arranged as to 
meet the wishes of all concerned. 

The House Committee on Elections had un- 
der consideration to-day the question of al- 


lowances for expenses in the contested election 
case of E. Moody Boynton against Loring, 
Third District of Massachusetts, recently de- 
cided in favor of Mr. Loring, the sitting mem- 
ber. The contestant presented vouchers for 
$7,400, his alleged expenses, including a re- 
ceipt trom Benjamin F. Butler for $5,000 for 
professional services. The committee referred 
the matter to a sub-committee, with instruc- 
tions to fix a suitable sum and ask the Appro- 
ariations Committee to include it as an amend- 
ment to the Sundry Ciyil Appropriation bill. 
It is thought they will recommend $2,000 as 
the maximum sum to be allowed. 

The committee on arrangements for the in- 


augural ceremonies at the Capitol will issue 


tickets of admission to the galleries of the 
Senate Chamber strictly corresponding in 
number to their limited capacity, to be dis- 
tributed as follows: To each Senator four; 
to Senators-elect, members of the House of 
Representatives, delegates, heads of depart- 
ments, and Justices of the Supreme Court two 
each. The diplomatic gallery will be strictly 
reserved for the families of members of the 
diplomatic corps, and the reporters’ gallery 
for representatives of the press. Seats will 
also be reserved in thé galleries for heads of 
bureaus. No other tickets will be issued for 
the galieries, and no person will be admitted to 
the Senate wing or the rotunda except on pre- 


sentation of a ticket, which will be good only 
for the place indicated.

Hon. Frank Hiscock, as New-York’s candidate 
for the Speakership, was given this evening by 
Representative Walter A. Wood, of the Seven- 
teenth District. Mr. Wood’s residence is on 
one of the principal streets, and_ is well adapt- 
ed for entertaining. The flowers which 


adorned his parlors and table on this occasion 


were brought from his own conservatory at 
Hoosac Falls.

FUNDING AT A LOW RATE 


TREASURY CALCULATIONS OF 1TS 
EFFECT. 

A GREATER PROFIT TO THE BANKS AT 3 
PER CENT. THAN AT 4 PER CENT. WITH 
THE LATTER BONDS AT A PREMIUM— 
THE REPEAL OF SOME BANK TAXES 
PROBABLE. 

WasHincton, Feb. 21.—The probable en- 
actment of the Refunding bill has caused the 
Treasury Department to make calculations as 
to the comparative profit yielded by 4 per 
cent. bonds at their present premium and 3 
per cent. bonds at par, so far as these two 
classes of bonds may be employed by national 
banks for securing their circulation and for 
conducting the general business of banking. It 
appears from the department calculations that 
the 3 per cent. bonds at par, compared with the 
4 per cent. bonds at 1.14, will yield a higher 
rate of profit to national banks on 
the money obtained for circulation and 
use by them for loans than 4 per cent. 
bonds. The table prepared by the Treas- 
ury Department shows that the rate of 
profit, based on 4 per cent. bonds at 1.14, at 5 
per cent. interest per annum, is 1.49, while 
the rate of protit on the 3 per cent. bonds at 


par is 1.52, and that the increase in favor of 3 
per cent. bonds is greater in proportion to the 
rate of interest in excess of 5 per cent. 
For instance, at 6 per cent. the rate of 
profit on 4 per cent. bonds at 1.14 is 1 25-100, 
and on 83 per cent. bonds at par 1 42-100. At 
7 per cent. the rate of profit on 4 per cent. 
bonds is 1 1-100, and on3 per cents. 1 82-100. 
The Treasury Department is not apprehen- 
sive that any serious business inconvenience 
will arise from the threatened_ surrender 
of national bankcirculation. The Funding bill 
itself will enable the Treasury to supply any 
deficiency that may occur from this cause, by 
the issue of Treasury notes and by the imme- 
diate use of $50,000,000 of the coin now held for 
resumption purposes, which the bill au- 
thorizes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to apply for the purchase of 
maturing bonds. Besides, it is believed at the 
Treasury that the threatened surrender of cir- 
culation on the part of the banks will not re- 
sult in the retiring of any considerable 
amount of circulation, and that the retirement 
will be checked as soon as the banks can he 
convinced that they can conduct their busi- 
ness with as much profit on the basis of 3 

r cent. bonds at par as with 4 per cent. 
load at a premium of 14. ‘Lhe prospect 
of the repeal of the tax on bank deposits and 
circulation will also operate to allay the feel- 
ings of alarm which seems to have been 
created by the prospective passage of the Re- 
funding bill. There is unquestionably a 
very decided feeling in the Houses in 
favor of the repeal of the tax on 
deposits, and if Mr. Carlisle can succeed in get- 
ting the bill before the House, which was 
recent] reported from the Committeo 
of -Ways and Means, it will receive 
affirmative action. The feeling in the 
Senate in favor of this relief of the 
banks is perhaps even more decided than in the 
House, and it is probable that in order 
to expedite the passage of a relief bill, 
a measure for this purpose will be re- 
ported by the Senate Finance Committee 
at an early day. It is proposed on 
the Senate side to reporta bill to relieve the 
banks from taxation on deposits and 
circulation, omittin that ieature of 
the House bill which provides for re- 
moving taxation on bank checks, drafts, 
and orders, and on matches, proprietary 
medicines, &c. The omission of the articles 
last named will be made in order not to com- 
plicate the bill and with a view of recommend- 
ing the 3 per cent. bonds to the national banks.

A LARGE CALL FOR BONDS. 
SECRETARY SHERMAN ADVERTISES FOR 
$25,000,000 WorTH OF FIVE PER CENTS. 
Wasuineton, Feb. 21.—Secretary Sher 
man to-day issued the one hundred and first 
call for bonds for thesinking fund. The bonds 
named are the 5 per cent. bonds of the funded 
loan of 1881. The bonds are as follows, and 


the principal and accrued interest will be paid 
at the Treasury, in this city, on and after May 
21, and the interest will cease on that day:

Sepenedtadgonans 
BANKERS GRUMBLING. 
DISSATISFACTION WITH THE RATE OF INTER- 
EST THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY. 

Boston, Feb. 21.—The feeling of dissatisfac- 


tion expressed by bankers and others with the pro- 
visions of the proposed 3 per cent. refundiny bill 
is shared by many of the Boston bankers. It is 
believed that in the event of its final passsage 
and Executive approval, the reported action of 
New-York banks in deciding to withdraw a portion 
of their circulation will be followed by similar 
action here. To-day at several meetings of the 
Directors such a decision, it is said, was reached, 
and at one, that of the Directors of the 
Merchants’ National, which has a very large 
circulation, it was decided to withdraw 
nearly $500,000 of its circulation, and steps in 
this direction were at once taken. At most of 
the meetings, beyond discussing the situation, no 
action was taken, it being determined best to wait 
further developments. <A large number of dis- 
petches and letters were, however, forwarded to 
Vashington protesting against the passage of the 
bill as it stands, and urging Congressmen to use 
their influence toward removing the tax from de- 
osits and checks, and from capital, also, if ossible. 
‘he bill bears hardest on the country banks, their 
circulation being so much larger in proportion to 
their deposits, and it is believed that many of them 
will have to suspend unless they can raise the rate 


of interest on their loans. Several country bankers ; 


were in town to-day to confer with city bankers as 
to the best course to pursue, but they generally 
found the latter in a state of uncertainty as unsat- 
isfactory as their own. While bankers find 
s0 many objectionable features in the bill as it 
stands, they do not generally question the success 
of the loan even at the low rate of interest. The 
action of the Merchants’ Bank is expiained as 
merely conservative on the part of the Directors, 
and does not necessarily indicate their belief that 
the 8 per cents will not be floated at par. It places 
them simply_in a position somewhat more inde- 
pendent of the Government. With the reduction 
proposed its circulation will still be very large. 

St. Paut, Minn., Feb. 21.—Nine-tenths of the ex- 
ecutive officers of national banks throughout the 


North-west, in interviews in the-Fioneer Press, 
condemn the Refunding bill as it has 


been adopted by the Senate, Mr. McGilfillan, of 
the First National of St. Paul, one of the financial 
buiwarks of the North-west, said that national 
banks, when compelled to invest in 3 er 
cents. would retire their circulation. She 
Government imposed a tax of 1 per 
cent. upon circulation, and this would 
leave only about 4 per cent. interest on the invest- 
ment. About one-haif of the active circulating 


medium of the country, gold not counted, was in 


national bank notes. The withdravai of the latter, 


in part or in whole, would contract the cur- 
rency, reduce values, and would probably bring ona 
business revulsion. H. G. Sidle, Cashier 
of the First National, of Minneapolis, 
not unknown firms in New-York, 
said that the bill would prove. disastrous 
to the business interests of the country, 
by_ producing an unnecessary contraction. 
and, in consequence of the passage of 
the Refunding bill some Eastern hanks 


were already withdrawing their circulation. It 
would prove a big mistake. Banks were only able to 
obtain one-half per cent. interest even with the 6 

er cent. bonds, and the 8 per cent. Refunding 

ill would involve a loss of 244 per cent. to the 
national banks. 

Interviews with bankers throughout this part of 
the country disclose the fact that they almost 
unanimously join in this strain of condemnation 
of the bill. E. H. Broadhead, President of the 
First National Bank of Milwaukee, said _ that 
the final adoption of the bili would be a 
misfortune for the Government. The peo- 
ple of the South would exult in the bill, for among 
the Southern people there isastrong disposition to 
destroy the national banks. They wanted 
to introduce State banks, for the Treason 
that the security demanded would not 
be nearly so much. Anything that 
would affect the stability of the national institu- 
tion would be favored by the people of the South. 
State banks, however, would prove as great a 
misfortune to the South as they did in the 
North. If this tax on deposits was not 
removed, it owas a question if the 
Governmert could float the credit of 3 per cents. 
It was understood that there was a bill before the 
Committee on Ways and Means to repeal 
the act authorizing the levy of the tax, and 
there was no ground for believing that it 
should not be removed. It was like taxing 
aman for something he did not possess. If the 
Government would meet the banks half way in the 
matter it would be able to support the 3 per cent. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 21.—The associated 
banks and bankers of Cleveland,: comprising 
the Clearing-house. this morning sent a tele- 
gram to President Hayes, saying the passage of 
the Funding bill, with the fifth section in its 
present form, will prove disastrous to the business 
prosperity of the country, and they express the 


hope that the President may see his way clear to. 


interpose a veto if the bill passes. 

AtBany, Feb. 21.—In view of the _ probable 
passage of the Funding bill, the First WNa- 
tional Bank of this city to-day resolved 
to withdraw $70,000 of its deposited bonds, which 
cover $67,000 in circulation. Other banks of the 
city are considering similar action. 

Cuicaao, Feb. 21.—There has been no consulta- 
tion among the bankers as to their action in view 
of the probable passage of the 3 per cent. 
Funding bill, but C. B, Blair, President of the 
Merchants’ National Bank, says that institu- 
tion will withdraw its entire circulation 
of $400,000. This action is taken, Mr. 
Blair says, not because of the Funding 
bill, but because their circulation is of little value 
tothem. He does not believe the withdrawal! of 
their circulation by the nationai banks will be ap- 
preciably felt.

Correspondents of the local papers are 
now asking that the estate shall rescued 
from the hands of the purchasers by the Gov- 
ernment, and be made the site of a new resi- 
dence for the President. It is said that certain 
prominent speculators of this city are interest- 
ed in the disposal of the property. 

It is apparent that Congress will take no 
action this session for the direct improve ment 
of the pestilentiai Potomac Flats, although 
there seems to be no limit to the willingness to 
spend the public money upon stagnant creeks 
and frog ponds and in making ‘slack water 
navigation” six inches deep in every brook in 
the country. But there is some hope that 
Congress will consent to the appointment 
of a commission to examine the Flats and re- 
port a plan for their reclamation. It is ex- 
pected that Mr. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, will 
introduce to-morrow a bill for theappointment 
ot such a commission, to consist of three civil 
engineers, two Army engineers, and one offi- 
eer of the Navy, to be selected by the Presi- 
dent. The bill provides an appropriation of 
$20,000 for expenses. There seems to be no 
intention to offer in the Senate any 
amendment to the River and Harbor bill for 
an appropriation in behalf of this much needed 
improvement, but other amendments amount- 
ing to more than $1,500,000 are under consider- 
ation. These do not include Senator Saun- 
ders’s proposition thatthe Missouri River ap- 
propriation shall be increased to $1,138,000,

SOME HONEST MEN IN MINNESOTA, 


A NEW sCHEME WHICH MEETS THE FAVOR 
OF THE STATE’S CREDITORS, 

St. Pavt, Minn., Feb. 21.—Upon the as- 
sembling of the Senate this morning, the repudia- 
tion controversy was stiil further complicated by 
the introduction of a new bill by Senator Pillsbury, 
which differs from the two before the Finance 
Committee, representing the anti-repudiation 
idea and the one ordered printed yesterday 
embodying the view of the _ repudiation- 
ists. It refers to the Supreme Court the 
question of the validity of the constitutional 


amendment of 1860, which prevents any settlement 
of the bonds without a proposition to that effect 
having been first submitted to the people; it de- 
clines to accept the proposition to have the 
amount that the State owed fixed judicially, 
and then pay only half that amount, which 
would be repudiation: but it treats the bonds 
asa disputed or contested claim, and the State 
itself makes a proposition to adjust them at the 
rate of 50 cents on the dollar of principal and inter- 
est; it reduces the rate of interest from 6to 5 per 
cent.; it renders it optional with the State to sell 
the new adjustment State bonds for a pre- 
mium and pay cash for the old _ bonds. 
This bill will furnish the basis for the 
anti-repudiationist action and meets with the ap- 
proval of Mr. Chamberlin. A long and acri- 
monious discussion followed its introduction, and 
at a Jate hour to-night it is still in progress. A mo- 
tion to postpone its consideration was voted 
down, 20 to 10, which is regarded as the strength of 
the measure in the Senate. Mr. Chamberlin 
thinks that it will pass both houses. He is more 
hopeful now than at any time in all the years he 
has urged his claims.

SELECTING THE CABINET 


-—_—_—_——_ 
THE OUTCOME OF JUDGE FOLGER’S 
VISIT TO MENTOR. 

THE PROBABLE CHOICE FOR SECRETARY OF 
THE TREASURY FAVORABLY RECEIVED 
— THE JUDGE RETICENT UPON THE 
MATTER—THE LOSS TO THE COURT OF 

APPEALS WHICH WOULD ENSUE. 
AtBany, Feb. 21.—A new interest has 
been developed in the incoming Administra- 
tion, among politicians and others in the capi- 
tal, by the rumors and reports concerning the 
prospects of Chief-Judge Folger for the place 
of Secretary of the Treasury under Gen. Gar- 
field. While he has been spoken of repeated- 
ly as a man who would represent the State 
most honorably in any position, and one who 
would prove an exceedingly wise and saga- 
cious counselor to the President, the fact that 
he has just been elected to a place which he 
may hold for seven years, at a better salary 
than he would receive as a Cabinet officer, has 
made it seem extremely doubtful whether he 
would accept the position of Secretary of the 
Treasury, even if it were offered to him. It is 


.conceded that he is patriotic enough, if the 


place were offered to him as one which he 
ought to fill for the good of his party, to give 
up the comparatively easy position of Chief- 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, if the people 
who elected him were willing that he should 
be spared from the bench he has so hon- 
orably and gracefully occupied for years. 
Should he go to Washington as a member of 
the new Cabinet, it would become necessary 


for Gov. Cornell to appoint his temporary suc- 
cessor, and that an election should be held next 
fail to fill his ee at the general election. 

It was not known here that Judge Folger 
had gone to Mentor until the news was pub- 
lished in the New-York papers on Saturday. 
He left Albany on Thursday, ana it was un- 
derstood that he was bound for his home at 
Geneva, to return this week in time to be pres- 
ent at the meeting of the Courtot Appeals 
Judges for consultation, that meeting having 
been appointed for Thursday or Friday. On 
his way home he met Senator Conkling on his 
way East, and it is said that Gen. Garfield's 
desire to see Judge Folger was made known to 
the Judge himself by Senator Conkling. 
Judge Folger kept right on to Men- 
tor, and on Saturday had a long conversa- 
tion with the President-elect. What that con- 
versation was about only Judge Folger and 
Gen. Garfield can tell. Judge Folger has not 
yet told anybody in Albany what was said. 

e is too prudent to gossip, and with the pre- 
sumable injunction of the President-elect upon 
him to regard all communications made in their 
interview as confidential, he is sure to keep 
his counsel He has admitted that 
the meeting was a very agreeable one. 
He found Gen. Garfield plain, simple, 
and straightforward, not at all worn 
or anxious, in full command of his own judg- 
ment, and with clear ideas of what he regards 
as his duty under the circumstances. In con- 
versation, Judge Folger said this morning to 
a friend that there need be no anxiety lest the 
President should thoughtlessly decide upon 
any of his nominations, or that he would se- 
lect his Cabinet officers in any other thana 
broad spirit. If anything can be augured in 
Judge Folger’s behalf from the impression 
made upon him by the President-elect, his 
friends should feel greatly encouraged. He 
smiled as he read the accounts of different in- 
terviews published to-day, and remarked that 
it was amusing to those who knew the “ in- 
side”? to see how mistaken many of the corre- 
spondents were in their inferences. 

THE TIMES’S correspondent called upon 
Judge Folger in his office, and asked him if he 
would be wiiling to tell anything of his ex- 
perience during the lastfour days. He replied 
briefly: ‘‘I have the greatest desire to be 
courteous to the press, and especially to your- 
self as arepresentative of it. I think I can 
surmise what you wish to ask, but I must say 
that what I know is not mine to give away, 
nor even to show to others. I am only a 
bailee, asa lawyer would say.” 

Among office-holders and legislators re- 
maining here over the recess, the report that 
Judge Folger is to become the Secretary of the 
Treasury is received with universal satisfac- 
tion, not unmixed with some regret at the 
thought of losing him from the Court of Ap- 
peals. That would, it is felt, be a great sacri- 
fice on Judge Folger’s part, as well as a loss to 
the State, but it is admitted thata call from 
Gen. Garfield to him would be accepted as an 
imperative necessity, and one not to be re- 
fused. The admiration of him, and the admis- 
sion of his fitness for the os are expressed 
by all classes of Republicans with equal 
frankness. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 21.—Two theories 
are afloat. One is that Gen. Garfield agreed to 
give the Treasury to Mr. Morton, and that 

udge Folger was sent for to obtain his consent 
to the movement. The otheris that Mr. Mor- 
ton is left out for good, while Judge Folger 
goes into the Treasury Department. The pre- 
sn of proof is strongly in favor of 

udge Folger, and nothing presents itself to- 
day to change the opinion of yesterday, except 
a remark tiat Gen. Garfield is said to have 
made a day or twoago. Emory A. Storrs, 
in an interview, had advanced _ the 
idea that Senator Conkling was pushing 
Judge Folger, and, in commenting upon 
the interview, Gen. Garfield said: ‘I guess 
Storrs was not very close to the leaders of 
New-York politics or he would have known 
that, instead of Folger being Mr. Conkling’s 
man, Morton was the Senator’s favorite. 
But I think Mr. Conkling left here 
pleased with the situation.” It is claimed 
on one hand that this was intended as 
a hint that Morton was to go into the Cabinet, 
but it dees not bear the test of logical scru- 
tiny. If Senator Conkling were satisfied with 
Judge Folger when he found that he 
could not get Mr. Morton, the con- 
cluding remark of Gen. Garfield has as much 
point as under the construction that, as he was 
satisfied, it must therefore be concluded that 
he had got Mr. Morton. It is aiso difficult to 
understand why Judge Folger should come all 
the way to Mentor to consent to Mr. Morton 
when he had no promise of the situation and 
had not been consulted with reference thereto 
by Gen. Garfield. It looks to-night very much 
like Blaine, Folger, and Foster. An emphatic 
statement comes from Columbus to-day that 
Gov. Foster was not at Mentor Sunday, but 
that he remained at the Capitolallday. If 
not, some one was there who looks enough like 
Gov. Foster to be his brother,

THE PENNSYLVANIA JOINT COMMITTEE UN- 
ABLE TO AGREE—DISGUST OF THE RANK 
AND FILE. : 

HARRISBURG, Feb. 21.—The Joint Com- 
mittee of 24 to which was referred the matter 
of the election of a candidate for United States 
Senator who would be unobjectionable to both 
factions of the Republicans, held its fourth 
meeting to-night. Like all previous 
ones, it resulted in a disagreement 
and in no selection. The Committee had 
given the public to understand to-day that it 
proposed to get down to business this evening 
and settle the whole controversy, but its action 
to-night totally disproved this. The first act 
in assembling was to pass a resolution that no 
member of the committee should be balloted 
for. This was done to break up the 
complimentary voting that had been pro- 
miscuously indulged in. A resolution, per- 
haps the most important yet considered, was 
offered that both Bayne and Beaver’ be 
dropped, as it was evident that neither could 


be elected. This elicited a peppery debate, par- 
ticipated in by the leaders of | both Sistions andi 
was finally defeated. Then Senator Cooper, 
the leader of the Beaver forces, insis on 
offering his resolution, that the confmittee 
recommend a general caucus of all Republican 
Senators and members, at which two-third 
should be required to nominate. The Bayne 
men vigorously opposed this, and some 
of them gave notice that, even if it 
were carried, they would oppose it in the fac- 
tion caucus. Senator Stewart, of-the Bayne 
following, had a lively tilt with Senator 
Cooper, during which the latter charged 
Stewart with having offered the two- 
thirds proposition to Gen. Beaver, and, 
when the latter accepted it, having 
broken faith with him, and insistea on a three- 
fourths vote being required to nominate. The 
Bayne men rather got the worst of it in the 
debate, and were very bitter. Finally, after 
having exhausted themselves, the members of 
the committee took eight ballots for 
Senator, Beaver leading in every bal- 
lot. At one ballot, two of the Bayne 
men voted for Beaver, and it began 
to look as if the break had come. They went 
back on the next ballot, and at the end of the 
eighth ballot things were as far from a settle- 
ment asever. The conference then adjourned 
until to-morrow night. 

It is now conceded that the committee can- 
not break the dead-lock. The rank and file are 
beginning to murmur, and to-day two of the 
Philadelphians, representing respectively the 
Senate and House, served notice on the 
leaders that if something .was not 
done to-night the Philadelphia legisla- 
tors would consider themselves bound no 
longer. They will split their votes to-morrow, 
casting some for ex-Mayor Henry, of 
that city, and some for Senator Rey- 
burn. A new candidate has been sprung 
to-night in the person of Judge Amos 
Briggs, of Philadelphia, and an_ effort 
is being made to concentrate the vote of the 
Quaker City members upon him. Should this 
be successful he will be elected. as nothing but 
the lack of cohesiveness among this delegation 
has prevented the election of a Philadelphian. 
It isnot known how Judge Briggs stands with 
Camerons and anti-Cameruns, but it is 
certain he has not been identified to 
any great extent with either faction. He is, 
however, a stalwart Republican. The vote in 
joint convention to-day was the smallest yet 
cast, as follows: Beaver, 27; Wallace, 19; 
Bayne, 21; scattering, 5. There is no prospect 
of an election this week, and while both fac- 
tions agree that something should be done 
quickly, neither will recede a particle from its 
position,

RAILROADS AND THE LEGISLATURE 


—_—__>_—__— 
A MEETING OF THE RAILROAD COMMITTEE 
CALLED FOR THURSDAY. 

ALBANY, Feb. 21.—There has been much 
talk among members of the Legislature because 
Mr. Skinner has not yet had a meeting of his 
colleagues on the Railroad Committee of the 
Assembly. Mr. Skinner complained in the 
House, when Speaker Sharpe announced his 
appointments, that he had not been allowed 
the customary privilege of selecting the clerk 
for his own committee, and fora time he ex- 
pressed a determination to have his clerk if it 
were possible toget him. Itis to be supposed 
that the Speaker has remained inflexible, for 
Mr. Skinner has called a meeting of the Hail- 
road Committee for Thursday. The committee 
has charge of very few bills, only two, in fact, 
for which there appears to be any good reason 
to hold a meeting. <A sketch of each of the 
bills will show that this is the fact. 

The only important bills are those intro- 
duced by Mr. Dugnid and Dr. Hayes, to estab- 
lish a board of Railroad Commissioners. Mr. 
Skinner’s bill provides that railway companies 
shall cut down white and yellow daisies 
along their tracks, as well as Canada 
thistles, as now required by law. Mr. 
Newman’s bill prescribes flagmen for all 
railroad and _ street crossings in the 
Counties of Kings and Queens. Mr. Brooks has 
a bill regulating the fares on ashore road for 
Staten Island, and another to secure the right 
of way for the proposed road. Mr. Pinney has 
a bill abolishing the office of Railroad Com- 
missioners in Sullivan County. A bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Newman requires that the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Canal Company shall 
not discriminaie between persons, cor- 
porations, or localities in  transportin 
coal, and prescribing that they shal 
furnish the same facilities for the transporta- 
tion of coal in quantities of 100 tons or less to 
all persons upon the same terms and at the 
same r= per mile of transportation pro rata. 
A bill introduced by Mr. Cullinan postpones 
the levy of a tax in.Oswego County. Mr. 
Bradley’s bill authorizes the collection of 5 
cents extra from passengers on railways who 
do not provide themselves with tickets. Mr. 
Pinney has a bill relating to the Oswego 
Midland Railroad, of no particular impor- 
tance. Mr. M. C. Murpby and Mr. Sheridan 
have bills to reduce the fare on the elevated 
railroads to 5 cents at all hours. Mr. Niles’s 
bill reduces the fares on the surface steam rail- 
roads, within the City limits to 144 centsa 
mile. This would affect all the roads running 
through the Fourth-avenue tunnel. Mr. Bul- 
mer, with his eye on the Marine Railway at 
Coney Island and the Long Island Railroad, 
introducet a bill making it unlawful for any 
railroad in the State to charge more than 2 
cents a mile for carrying passengers. These 
are ali the bills. Some of them are sure to 
fail. There is little necessity for haste about 
any except Mr. Duguid’s bill. 


A MAN’S BITE CAUSING DEATH. 


THE DEATH OF WELCOME ARNOLD FROM A 


CAUSE OCCURRING EIGHT YEARS AGO. 


BurraLo, Feb. 21.—Welcome Arnold, of 
Kingston, R. L., died yesterday at the Continental 
Hotel under sad and singular circumstances. He 
was on his way from Kankakee with his wife, two 
children, and brother-in-law, George G. Clark, to 


their Eastern home, and arrived here by way of 
the Canada Southern Saturday evening. He 


had been very ill, but had recovered suffi- 
ciently, as was thought, to undertake the 
ourrey from Illinois to Rhode Island. After start- 
ng, however, he was again attacked, and on reach- 
ing Buffalo it became necessary to gotoa hotel.

porations of the country. The league makes 


no war on corporations. It is the friend of 
corporations, freely acknowledging their valus 
to the country. What it makes war against 
is the tyranny and abuses of con- 
solidated corporations. It does not want 
to-see all the money of the peoplx 
fe to build palaces on Fifth-avenue. 
t aims to cheapen the necessaries of jite, sa 
that a poor man, if he is willing to work, can 
live, even in this City, and save sometbing to 
make his home comfortable and pleasant. The 
people have it in their power to put an end ta 
the tyranny of monopoly by passing ani en- 
forcing laws to limit the extortions of monop- 
olies, and the main object of the Anti-Monopoly 
League is to awaken the public mind to tha 
danger which threatens the country, and thus 
secure the needed remedy. After giving come 
examples of the extortion practiced by ths 
railway and telegraph companies, Mr. Chit- 
tenden introduced ex-Judge Jeremiah S. Biack, 
of Pennsylvania. 


JUDGE BLACK’S ADDRESS. 


Judge Black, in stepping forward, was 
greeted with a round of applause and cheers, 
which lasted fully a minute. When silence 
was restored he said: ‘‘I am going to iell you 
what I know about railroad monopolies. A! 
the bottom of this subject lies the question 
of mere fact, which any one man of commoy 
sense can decide as well as another man. It is 
alleged that the railroad corporations, being 
put into possession of the public highways o¢ 
the country, are bourd in law and justice te 
run their roads in the interest of the public, ta 
whom the highways belong; that they are 

ublic servants and trustees, but that they 

ave violated their trust most grossiy and 
shamefully. They are clothed by law with 
certain powers large enough to enable them ta 
perform their functions; but, not content with 
this, they have grasped at, and seized upon, 
other powers, and the powers granted them, 
and the powers which hay have seized, they 
have perverted, misused, and abused for tha 
basest purposes of private gain. They are 
entitled to a fair and full compensa 
tion for all the services which they are 
called upon to perform; they have a 
right to be reimbursed all that it costs then 
to render this service,and to receive in addi- 
tion a reasonable profit on the capital invested 
in the building of their roads. But it is alleged 
that they go beyond this, and take nncounted, 
millions of the people’s money to which they' 
have no just claim, and that they are engaged 
in this unlawful plunder every hour of the 
dav and ‘night. This is an unendura- 
ble wrong,.and cannot be borne. [ft re. 
tards the general rosperity, cripples 
the industry of the whole country, and dis. 
courages all enterprise. This is the allegation. 
It is a mere question of fact. Is it true or is it 
not true? If it is false, taen the railroad men 
are in the interesting position of much injured 
and ill-used individuals, [laughter,] for they 
are being foully slandered by every man who 
talks about them at all, and they are the sub 
jects of continuous libel in the newspaper pres: 
of the whole country. If it is false this league 
ought to dissolve at once, and you, gentlemen, 
ought to hide your heads in shame for hav: 
ing engaged in a movement against the 
honest, disinterested, and upright citizens 
who run your railroads for you. But if i 
is true, you are engaged in one of the 
noblest works that human hands ever under- 
took to accomplish, and if yousuccedd you wil! 
earn and receive the gratitude of a redeemed 
and regeneratea people. Now, I'm very sorry 
to have to say it, but I rather think the allega~- 
tion is true. It is almost a pity to go further, 
but I must; 1 am convinced that it is 
true. I know it as well as I know any 
fact of which I have not personal cognizance. 
The proofs surround us everywhere. The 
voice of complaint comes on the wings 
of the wind from every quarter of the 
continent. Cases of individual compiaint wil) 
be recited to you in every counting-house, in 
every hotel, wherever you go to talk with 
your neighbors. The proof has assumed an 
even far more solemn form. The public records 
of the country are full of the evidence. _ fom 
mittees of Congress and committees of State 
Legislatures have considered it, and all whe 
have given it attention declare with one voice 
that the accusation is true. The accused them- 
selves do not deny it, and they dare not 
Some of them, when you talk to them 
on the subject, hang their heads, and 
refuse to admit or to deny anything; 
their silence is naturall and rightlv 
accepted as an admission of their guilt. Some 
admit that the accusation is true, and try toa 
explain it away with very weak arguments. 
Still others brazen the matter up. ‘The roads 
are our property,’ they say, ‘andin trying to 
restrain us, you are attempting to confis- 
cate private property.’ They say that tho 
Supreme Court of the United States was 
guilty of Communism end Kearneyism 
when it declared that they could not 
use their commissions to plunder 
the ple which granted them. Others still 
admit that it is all wrong, but they don’t quite 
see their way clear to permit of any interfer- 


ence, Of this class is Charles Francis Adams, 
of Massachusetts, a man who has written and. 


spoken more than any other man on the rail- 
road side of this question. He is the ablest 
man that the corporations have in their ser- 
vice. He deprecates any kind of législation 
which shall deprive them of one atom of the 
powers which they now enjoy, but he will no! 
stultify himself Dy denying the existence o: 
these grave abuses. He says that he knows

“The General described the immense power 
which these railroad people wield, refered to the 
large endowments which had been bestowed on 
them, and their solid combination, and warned 
tis hearers that the time was coming when a 
conflict would occur between them and the 
Government, in which the Government would 
be overthrown if the railroads were not throt- 
tled before. A due respect to the elected 
chief magistrate of the Nation ought to make 
us very careful how we differ in  opin- 
ion from him. if he still holds to tbe 
tonvictions expressed in that speech, and 
acts with vigor, you will yet hear a blast on 
the Presidential trumpet that will rally all 
, ‘res 
hearts to the cause of justice’, [Applause] If

he does not act on his convictions, but allows 
the Government to be broken down by the 
power of which he has warned us, he will have 
joined hands with the monopolists and will 
prove as unfaithful to his high trust as the 
monopolies have proved to theirs.

They have a right to take that, but all beyond 
that is mere lawless robbery. If they came to 
me with a charter which allowed them to take 
more, I should say that the charter was void, 
because under this glorious constitution of 
ours, where all are entitled to protection of 
7 as well as of lite, a charter cannot be 
Iaade to operate as a roving commission to a 
robber for the legalizing of plunder. What, 
then, is the excess which they take, over and 
above what is their just dues ? There is one fact, 
which we may take as a starting-point in the 
calculation, which all will adinit. The through 
freights, North and South, East and West, and 
particularly between New-York and Chicago, 
are the lowest charged. They are twice as 
high as they ought tobe. They are now 35 
cents per hundred-weight, and before the Hep- 
barn Committee in Aibany, it was proved by 
experts that an enormous profit could 
made by charging 20 cents. Now, it was com- 
puted before more than one committee that 
an advance of 5 cents per hundred-weight 
on the corn crop of 1873 amounted to

through freight. Media is a town but 12 
miles from Philadelphia, but if a man 
wants a ton of goods from Philadelphia he is 
obliged to pay as much freight as the same 
scoods cost to be hauled from Chicago to Phila- 
delphia, a distance ot over 600 miles. ‘‘ If the 
charge from Chicage to Philadelphia is mod- 
erate and fair, which it is not,’ continued 
the speaker, ‘“‘ihe charge to Media is 
50 times higher than it ought to be. 
In other and plainer words, $1 of every 
$50, isan honest dollar, which the company 
ought to have, and the other $49 are the pro- 
ceeds of a deliberate plunder. I don’t suppose 
this transaction comes within the legal defini- 
tion of stealing, but the difference between it 
and the larceny for which your courts send a 
poor, starving wretch to Sing Sing is purely 
technical, 1 defy any man to point out to me 
any moral distinction between them.” Kefer- 
ring to the discriminations made against per- 
sons and places, Judge Black said that they 
were atrociously crue!. He related the story 
ofa Georgia man, who came to the conclu- 
sion that he could manufacturo a corn-planter, 
for which there was a great demand, and make 
afair profit. He built a factory, stocked it 
with machinery, hired his workmen, and 
turned out a number of machines, but he found 
that it was utterly impossible to get a machine 
toa customer 60 miles away at a rate that 
would enable him to sell it. He was ruled out 
of the market by competitors who sent their 
goods from a distance of 1,000 miles. He shut 
up his shop, removed his machinery, and placed 
over the door this sign: ‘* Closed by Order of the 
Georgia Railroad.’ ‘I say,’’ continued the 
speaker, “that this was an act of atrocious 
> cruelty. It was as wrong and cruel to that 
man asit would have been to burn down his 
factory with all that it contained. But this is 
not an isolated case. Itis one of thousands, 
It is a disgrace that one such case should exist 
in the country and its perpetrators go unpun- 
ished. Whole regions have suffered in this 
way, and towns, especially beyond the Rocky 
Mountains, have been deliberately ruined that 
other towns might receive an 
profit. In Kansas, Texas, Nebraska, and other 
parts of the great West, where the settle- 
ments are not more than 15 years old, they 
have their railroads, and they have suffered 
beyond conception from their exactions. They 
have been harder on the settlers than all the 
visitations of Providence, floods and, frosts, 
and army-worms, and cut-worms, and 
blight, and famine, and mildew, and grass- 
hoppers, and _ potato-bugs. altogether.” 
The question is, what is to be done? [A voice 
—Confiscate their stealings.} Well, that is 
hard to do, for they have got them pretty well 
out of sight. Iam in favor of allowing them 
to keep what they have got, but of course they 
must be stopped from getting any more of the 
same sort. They are making a good many 
coaxing appeals to us not to interfere with 
them, but their appeals will not do. 
We mean business, [applause,] of course 
railroads properly managed area great and 
beneficial public service. I respect the mem- 
ory of the greatengineer, Stephenson, as much 
as any man does. But the great and benefi- 
cent invention of railroads which he origi- 
nated has been made an abuse against the 
people. This Nation was established for the 
good of all, andifit had been turned to the 
account and benefit of those who organized it, 
it would have been a great burden on 
those whom it was intended to benefit. 
You have a great City here, and it has a good 
Government, but what right has a Tweed or 
anybody else to steal $100,000,000 from the 
people? The question is, What are you going 
to do to check this sort of wrong? The rail- 
road people say the rates are going to be lower, 
but we can’t take their word for it. Of course. 
we know that there are a great many improve- 
ments in mechanical and other appliances 
which should make railroad service cheaper. 


I think the people ought to get the benefit of | 


these inventions, and that it ought not to go to 
the benetit of the railroad-owners solely. The 
four great railroads now operating between 
the East and West have lately become a con- 
federacy, and they call themselves the confed- 
erated railroads. They have agreed to main- 
cain uniform rates and have adopted.a 
constitution for their own government. 
They can end do put up or put down 
the rates. I don’t want to say anyivinn harsh 
of these gentlemen, because some of them are 


considered very respectable, but their agree- | 


ment to combine for the putting up of rates 
and charges is criminal in its character, and 
nas been so held and declared by courts in 
England, and under the law they should he 
convicted and imprisoned for it. [Applause.] 
Now we know that ‘competition is the 
life of trade, and a_ good, healthy 
competition is one which requires in- 
dividuals and corporations to render 
service at fair rates—tair to the people and 
fair to those who render the service. Butacom- 
petition which drives these companies into con- 
solidation and combination against the public 
is unhealthy, andjis in violation fof the eighth 
commandment.

A LINSHED-OIL FACTORY BURNED.

A LOSS OF $75,000 IN BUFFALO—THE LIST 
OF INSURANCES. 

BUFFALO, Feb. 21.—Fire was discovered at 
2:30 o’clock this afternoon in the large building on 
the south side of the creek, occupied as a manufac- 
tory of linseed-oil by Kellogg & McDougall. The 
department responded promptly to an alarm, but the 
steamers could not be got across very readily, and 
the flames were making rapid headway. A second 


alarm was accordingly sounded, but by this time 
the flames were sweeping the building, and it was 
impossible to save it. An hour from the time the fire 
was discovered the building was a mass of ruins, 
the roof and upper portions falling in with a loud 
crash. About 25 men were at work in the building, 
but all escaped without injury. The flames com- 
municated to an adjoining structure known as the 
Flax-seed elevator, owned by the same persons, 
and it was also destroyed. The firm estimates its 
loss this evening at $75,000, though it at first 
named a higher sum. The fire started in the 
engine-room. Amos Beaning, one of the assistant 
engineers, was engaged in cleaning the large en- 
gine, and removed his lamp from the lantern to -— 
a better light on his work. On looking around he 
found the room in a blaze and barely escaped with 
his life, his face and hands being badly injured. 
The building, which contained about 700 barrels of 
oil, was three stories high. 

The total insurance was $58,000. The followin

TWO ICH YACHTS MATCHED. 
THE ICICLE BADLY BEATEN BY THE ROBERT 
SCOTT. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Feb. 21.—A few days ago a 
handsome ice yacht came here from Athens. It 
was the Robert Scott, and her fame for speed in 
the Upper Hudson had preceded her. She is about

CENTRAL PACIFIC IN CONGRESS—SUITS IN 


CALIFORNIA—THE LEHIGH’S ANNUAL 


REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The House Commit- 
tee on Pacific Railroads held a meeting this morn- 
ing to take action upon the letter of Auditor of 


Railroad Accounts French relatiye to the Central 


Pacifio Railroad. After some discussion a resolu- 


tion was adopted instructing the Chairman, to- 
gether with Representatives Butterworth and 
Dickey, to callin person upon the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and consult with him as to the legal remedies 
proper to be taken under the Thurman act, or 
under the general laws of the United States, to pre- 


vent any diversion of the net earnings of the Cen-

the subject made by the Auditor of Railroad Ac- 
counts in his recent communication to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, transmitted to Congress. The

San Francrsco, Feb. 21.—A bill in equity was filed 
to-day, in the United States Circuit Court, by C. P. 
Huntington, to restrain the Central and Southern 
Pacific Railroads and their branches from paying, 
and Tax Collectors in the different counties through 
which they pass from collecting, the taxes levied on 


the basis of the assessment fixed by the State Board 


of Equalization. Fifty suits have been drawn, 

covering every mile of railroad owned by the two 

companies in this State.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 21.—At the annual meeting 
of the stockholders of the Lehigh Coal and Navi- 
gation Company, to-day, the annual report of the 
Board of anagers was read and adopted. It 
showed that the total revenues of the year were 
$1.609.676 52; disbursements, $1,287,664 5G; earn- 
ings, $322,011 96; less depreciation on coal, improve- 
ments, &c., $127,775 86; surplus for the year, $154,- 
236 38, The coal tonnage for the year was 3,905,-

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HUDSON ORCHARDS LITTLE HURT. 
DAMAGE TO PEACH BUDS BY FROST OVER- 

ESTIMATED—A FULL CROP PROMISED. 

MarLporovuGH, N. Y., Feb. 21.—The bulk of 
the peaches shipped to New-York, Philadelphia, 
and Boston markets from along the Hudson River 
is grown in and around the villages between Corn- 
wall and Saugerties—a distance of nearly 50 miles. 
The principal region is from Marlborough to 
Esopus, on the river bank, and extending from 
seven to sixteen miles from the river inland. During 
the past four years thousands of dollars have been 
invested in the business, and the venture has 
yielded handsome returns. The late varieties are 
exceptionally fine. It has been stated and believed 
for several yoars that when the mercury reached 
12° or 15° below zero nine-tenths of the budson 
the trees in the Hudson River Valley would be 
killed. Many fruit-growers have firmly believed in 
this popular fallacy, and, as a natural result, the 


old cry during the past week was raised that the 
peach-buds were killed. The loss, it has been 
claimed, was enormous, and it was predicted that 


next Summer’s crop would be the smallest ever } 


shipped. 

The Winter has been an exceptionally serere 
one, but an investigation made by the Rondont 
Daily Courier shows that, as a matter of fact, next 
Summer’s peach crop along the entire river bank 
from Cornwail to Saugerties, unless injured in the 
Spring or Summer, wiil be the largest ever shipped. 
The cry about the peach buds all being ‘frozen 
black”? has no foundation. At Cornwall a full 
crop is assured. In the mountain land west of 
that village the buds have been touched, but only 
in one or two instances have half of the buds in 
any one orchard been frozen. The buds, in the 
instances named, when cut open are black as coal, 
which shows the vitality is gone. In adjoining 
fields the buds are all right. A Cornwall gentle- 
man said: ‘It’s all gammon, this story that the 
peach buds are dead. If one-fourth of the buds 
were killed every Winter, the growers would be so 
so much better off. The limbs are covered with 
buds. There are too many of them. When they all 
mature the peaches are small.”” At Middlehope and 
the town of Newburg, the buds, as a rule, 
are uninjured. At Marlborough, Milton, Highland, 
Esopus, Saugerties, &c.. evidence is furnished that 
the crop next season will be a bountifulone. In 
the Valley of tlhe Wallkill the buds have been 
frozen more or less, but after a car. ful examina- 
tion the leading growers say the crop promises to 
be fair. In the vicinity of New-Paltz the buds have 
suffered most, but even there the peach crop of 
1881 will not be below the average. At Clintondale 
there are one or two entire orchards badly injured, 
while many others have escaped with slight dam- 
age. Peach-culture along the Valley of the Wall- 
kill is light compared to what it is along the Hud- 
son. The loss along the Wallkill. as a whole, is 


} small. On the east shore of the Hudson peaches are 


liquors | 


not grown so extensively as on the west. The dam- 
age inflicted there is light. Many young orchards 
will bear this year for the first time, and growers 
were afraid the buds had been killed. These fears 
are unfounded. The crop on both shores promises 
to be the largest ever shipped. The outcry is a 
case of much ado about nothing, and the heaviest 
growers during the past three days admit it. 
Cherries, 
injured. The snow has protected the strawberries 
in all the localities named. At Tivoli, Germantown, 
Staatsburg, and elsewhere on the east shore, 
small fruits are all right. Growers say they 
have no cause to fear an unusually large 
amount of damage by the “hardest Winter on 
record” since fruit-growing became a regular busi- 
ness along the Hudson. The damage to peach 
buds, such as it is, will be fully apparent in April.

DR. THOMS TURNS UP AGAIN. 
LEGISLATORS ELECTED MEMBERS OF HIS 
SOCIETY AND ASKED TO HELP IT. 


AuBany, Feb. 21.—It is not many months 
ago that Tux Tres published an account of the 
doings of Prof. William F. Thoms, M. D., N. D., 
who advertises himself as the head of a Nautical 
School, the Manager of the American Humane So- 
ciety, and a general, not to say wholesale, bene- 
factor of his race. If the substance of the pub- 
lished story about this philanthropist is correctly 
remembered, it showed him to be as hollow a pre- 
tender as ever wore the mask of charity. His free 
lectures, which few persons ever heard of, have 
been attended, according to his statement, by 45,000 
seamen and other thousands of sailors have been 
qualified by him for commanding positions. He has, 
it appears, a fresh air fund and dispensary, a 
free library and museum, gives free surgical in- 


structions, and the school-rooms, lecture-rooms, 
and dispensary, museum, and library are open at 
all hours of the day and evening. Prof. Thoms, M. 
D., N. D., relying too much, perhaps, on the legis- 
lators of the State for help, has sent to each of 
them notices that they have been elected honorary 
members of the Humane Society, and the circular 
which accompanies this flattering attention says: 

“The demands upon us for the sick and destitute never 
were more numerous and pressing than now. We 
need all the help that Christian sympathy and humane 
compassion can spare for our work, ill you add 
your name to our list of contributors. 
will provide a f:ee scholarship for a young sailor. 
One thousand dollars will endow a free scholarship. 
Five thousand dollars will endow a free Professorship 
and maintain the free lectures.” 

Prof. Thoms, M. D., N. D., makes use of a large 
number of well-known names on his circular, pre- 
ceding the list with the statement that letters of 
approval and contributions have been received 
from those named. Among the names are those 
of Admiral Porter, Commander Luce, Henry P. 
Marshall, the Seamen’s Bank for Savings, Dr. 
Thomas C. Finnelly, Dr. James R. Wood, Dr. Alonzo

LAST NIGHT. 


DECORATIONS OF THE GARDEN—THE. COS8- 


TUMES AND SCENES IN THE “PROCESSION 


—-AN ORDERLY AND HAPPY ASSEMBLAGE. 


The twenty-seventh annual ball of the Arion 
Society in Madison-Square Garden, last night. was | 
probably the best the society ever gave. Nothingap- 


proaching it has, of late years, been seen in this City, 


The renovated Garden was magnificently. decorated. 
The Fourth-avenue end was taken up by a 
Moorish pavilion, with a balcony and zigzag 
stairs leading thence to the floor on each side 
of an ornamental archway hung with red. The 
sides were decorated with gorgeous silken banners, 


and potted flowers in bloom and tropical plants were 


massed along the base. Around the entire inner 


ellepse deep-pointed hangings depended from the 
roof. On these were painted a series of grotesque 
figures, supposed to represent the manifold adven- 
tures that might befall a young man patronizing the 
ball. Other painted devices of a mirth-provokinge 


nature hung from the edges, All the pillars were 


enwrapped in evergreens and topped with pal- 


metto leaves. Festoons of evergreen dotted with 


flowers and long pendants with bunches or 
balls of cut-fiowers were strung between. At the 
bases were massed tall-growing plants, including 
orange trees, bearing fruit; palms, azaleas,and other 
bright-hued flowersin bloom; red-berried American 


holly, camelias, lilies, and geraniums. The effect 


was that of an immense observatory. The gallery on 
the Madison-avenue end was made to represent an 
asylum for the insane on one side, and a menagerie 
of wild animals on the other. In the centre 
stood atali figure of Arion. The press stand be- 
neath was completely fenced in with flowers. 
In addition to the numerous, interlacing 
arches of colored lights and % huge re- 
flectors, 14 electric lanters, ranged at regular 
intervals along the sides of the inner ellipse, shed 
a light as of day upon the scene, the 
beauty of which, when the acre or more 
of floor was covered with many-colored 
silks satins, and gold lacs, can be better 
jmagined than described. As usual, the ball was 
in every sense a masquerade ball. Few or 
no ery dresses disfigured the gay ensemble on 
the floor. The music was furnished by two bands 
stationed on platforms on the Twenty-sixth and 
Twenty-seventh streets sides of the Garden, re- 
spectively. The platforms were bordered with 
crimson gold-embroidered velvet, and were 
banked with potted plants. All the boxes were 
occupied by jolly family parties who ate, drank, 
smoked, and gazed upon the! merry scen to their 
hearts’ content. The quantity of beer and Rhine 
wine consumed must have been enormous. 

The crowd was not so great as in former years, 
butit was much more select, and the dresses were 
incomparably _ richer. Of course, the vast 
majority of the costumes were of the con- 
ventional type—gypsys, negroes, pages, vivan- 
dieres, courtiers, Yankees, monks, Indians, clowns, 
harlequins, jockeys, fat-boys, peasants of all the 

icturesque nationalities, and nondescript com- 

inations of silk, satin, and gold embroid- 
ery. There were a few, -however, worthy 
of special mention. One of the most beautiful 
was a costume of purple satin and velvet studded 
all over with pansies. A woman in the costume 
of Mephistopheles attracted considerable attention. 
A party of friends, evidently, were comically attired 
to represent newly-arrived immigrants of, various 
nationalities. One young woman appeared 
as a feather duster, with a skirt of real 
feathers and a_ handle sticking out of 
the top of er hair. Two pretty 
costumes were of black stuff covered with colored 
Japanese fans. An ‘exaggerated cook marched 
around flourishing a set of knives and a string 
of sausages in one hand and a gridiron inclosing 
an imitation crop in the other. ‘there was a good 
Othello, a Russian Grand Duke, whose breast was 
covered with glittering orders, a typical Land 
Leauguer, a Shaker elder. a headsman carrying 
an axe, a_ pretty Columbia, an excellent 
Malay sailor, an attractive Diana, and innumer- 
able others. One lady excited general admira- 
tion by her splendid get-up as Mary Ander- 
son, the actress. Another character that was 
well taken also was that of a traveling 
showman. He bore on his back a large wire cage 
containing several live guinea pigs. Two butchers 
went about distributing circulars to the effect that 
the firm of “ Vanderwelt & Goold”’ were prepared to 
serve up “lambs’’ and other “stock” at a given 
schedule of rates. It was altogether a capital take- 
off on the recent telegraph consolidation specula- 
tion. 

The ball was opened at 9:30 o’clock with a series 
of military evolutlonr performed in splendid 
style by the four magnificently arrayed 
committees. Dancing then began and was 
continued until the appearance of the procession 
at a quarter of an hourafter midnight. After a 
flourish of trumpets by the tand the yellow cur- 
tains of the upper arches of the Moorish pavilion 
were pushed aside, and Arion, represented by 
President a advanced to the front of 
the balcony an introduced Prince Carnival 
(Mr. Keppler) to the assemblage. This ceremony 
was followed by the withdrawal of the red curtains 
of the lower arch and the exit of the pageant. 
It was preceded by a band of jumping har- 
lequins, pierrots, and punchinellos. Then came 
a band of Russians on roller skates, followed 
by the master of ceremonies and aids, trumpet- 
ers, and standard-bearers. Princess Columbine, 
avery pretty young lady, very richiy costumed, 
then appeared standing on a silk-covered platform 
borne upon the shoulders of four knights. She held 
in her hands a typical fool's cap of many 
colors. The feature of Division No. 2 was 
a flower-embowered cottage on wheels, sur- 
rounded by storks. The first group in 
Division No. 8 was entitled “ Wine, the pro- 
moter of happiness.” On a gorgeous car with 
a background of huge champagne bottse and 
bunches of grapes sat or reclined numerous beauti- 
ful maidens. with bumpers in their hands. The sec- 
ond group was typical of ‘** beer, the international 
Civilizer.” On a car under an arbor, sur- 
rounded by golden kegs, sat a group quaff- 
ing glasses of the amber fiuid. Group No. 3 
was devoted to ‘“‘Liquor.”’ The car bore a Ken- 
tucky still embowered in trees, with a moon shin- 
ing above and demons rising out of gobiets. The 
fourth group typified ‘‘ Water.” This car 
was decorated to represent a swamp inhab- 
tea by frogs and fishes, and in the centre, 
beneath a bower of ice-blocks, sat a 
beautiful sprite holding a golden _tank- 
ard. The fourth division contained a magnificent 
car covered with flowers upon which stood Arion’s 
golden Greek chariot. Three golden steeds were 
harnessed in front, and astride of each sat a 
pretty girl. Arion, in silken robes of 
white and crimson, gold embroidered, stood erect 
in the chariot, and threw Jdoutonniére bouquets 
to the crowd. In the Fifth Division appeared 
a stage filled with horses, driven by a donkey 
and drawn by men. On the sides were the le- 
gends: ‘The last stage of humanity,” *‘ Bergh’s 
anti-cruelty line.” The feature of the Seventh 
Division was “the second instalment of the cen- 
tennial gift of France to the United States—the 
same being an immense bronze foot, covered 
with corns and bunions. The last division 
contained the magnificent chariot of Prince 
Carnival. It was richly gilded, ard was _ sur 
rounded by immense butterflies suspended «n 
wires. Prince Carnival, splendidly costumed, 
was environed by numerous beautiful young 
ladies in ravishing attire. Each of these central 
groups was accompanied by a multitude of 
attendants variously attired. After encircling 
the garden twice, amid applause, the pa- 
geant disbanded, and dancing was resum 1 
and continued until a late hour this morning. 
During the night an alleged “instantaneous photo- 
graphic gallery” was in operation in one cor- 
ner. All persons applying were presented 
with “photographs of themselves in oc 
tume,’’ which were more amusing than accura.e. 
The assemblage was an exceedingly orderly one, 
and nothing occurred to disturb the jollity that 
everywhere reigned rupreme. 
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THE OOLLISION NEAR HELL GATE. 


THE STATEMENT OF CAPT. WARD, OF THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


Norwic#, Conn., Feb. 21.—Capt. Ward, of 
the steamer City of Boston, of the Norwich Line, 
whichwas struck by the steamer Elm City, of the 
New-Haven Line, last Saturday morning near Hell 
Gate, while the former was bound to New-York 
and the latter to New-Haven, gives the ft lowing 
version of the affair: As he reached the western 
end of the Sound he slackened speed on account of 
the dense fog, and kept behind the other Sound 
steamers bound in the same direction; all were 
sounding fog whistles, but were invisible. Capt. 


Ward heard the whistle of the Elm City, bat sup- 
posed she was going with him, not coming toward 
him. Finding the signal grew nearer, he imagined 
that he was overtaking her. His course, at this 
time was a little west of south, and he, therefore, 
changed his course more to westward to pass to 
the right, and sounded one short whistle at inter- 
vals, to indicate that purpose, and supposed the 
other vessel so understood him. Suddenly the Elm 
City loomed up through the fog within three 
lengths of him, on the port bow. Capt. Ward 
instantly ported the helm, and rang bells to 
stop and back, in accordance with law. 
The Elm City’s Captain sounded two whistles and 
ported her helm and struck the City of Boston at a 
sharper angle and doing less harm than if she had 
kept straight ahead. Capt. Ward says that the 
change of helm by the Elm City was the right thing 
to do at the juncture, but showed her course had 
previously been regardless of his signals. He does 
not reflect on Capt. Bowns nor interpret that of- 
ficer's thoughts, but feels tnat the story tele- 
graphed last night to the press does injustice to 
mself.

OE «8E—TESTIMONY OF MISS CARY. 


The telegraph has spoken briefly of the suit 
brought by Mr. Charles E. Pearce, a prominent 
lawyer of St. Louis, for $1,000 damages a; 


Messrs. Charles A. Spaulding, of the Olympic 


Theatre, in that city, and J. H. Mapleson, director 


of Her Majesty’s Opera, Company, for alleged in- 
juries sustained by him in his failure to secure cer 
tain seats for tho opera en, fement. It is claimed 
by Mr. Pearce that he com.sormed strictly to the 
public announcements, and that on Monday morn- 
ing, 7th inst., he appeared at the box-office of the 


Olympic, remaining there from 7 until 9 o'clock, 


and was the first to make _spplicetion for seats; 
that he then and there selected seats numbered 675, 
677, 679, and 681, in the front row of the dress circle, 
‘and tendered in payment therefor, but was 
informed that the seats bearing the numbers re- 
ferred to were not forsale. The taking of depo 
sitions in the case was began before Clayton F, 
Beckers, notary public, on Friday, and Mr. Maple- 
son, Campanini, Miss Annie Louise Cary, and Mme. 


Gerster testified. Miss Cary's testimony, which 


Will interest the general public, is reported by the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat as follows: 

“She was elegantly clad in a costume of maroon 
silk and velvet, with a gold chain about her neck, 
wire gold bracelets, and several diamond 
Her testimony was intermingled with sarcasm, 
humor, and plays upon words. Upon being sworn 
she testified in a clear, concise, and emphatic man- 
ner, sometimes appealing innocently for the proper 
word, and again begging the notary to withdraw 
some statement she appeared to belleve was too 
positive, At one time she used the expression 
“tricks of the trade’ in connection with the sale of 
seats, but a frown from Mr. Clarles Mapleson 
caused her to gaickly withdraw thelanguage. Mr. 
Mapleson was not at all pleased with the testi- 
mony of Miss Cary, and the attorneys for the 
plaintiff called him to order for whispering ta 
the witness. The witness appeared, however, to 
finally take the matter inher own hands, and she 
pushed out boldly from ail restraint and spoke her 
mind. Once, when Mr. Mapleson suggested some 
phraseology different from that she had used, she 
berg 4 replied, ‘Better tell the truth and be done 
with it. his cannot possibly reflect upon you, for 
it is American theatre managers I want to strike.’ 
Then she proceeded with more vehemence than 
ever, and at last Mr. Mapieson left the room. The 
witness testified as follows: 

“My name is Anne Louise Cary, andI reside af 
Portland, Me. Iama lyric actress by profession, 
and have been 11 seasons on the stage, 9 of them 
in America. Iam at present employed with Col 
Mapleson. In my opinion, there is certainly a 
choice of seats at an opera-house or theatre dur 
ing an opera season. I should construe the adver. 
tisement referred to in the Globe-Democrat to mean 
that I could obtain choice of seatsin the entire 
house on presenting myself at the box-office at the 
time designated; but knowing that regular patrons 
of the theatre do write to managers to reserve 
their usual seats, I should not expect to find the 
diagram clean. The public generaily are aware of 
the private arrangements between managers and 
sorie of their patrons in this respect, and custom 
isecustom. I io not say it is right, but unless it 
shall be prohibited, everybody must remember 
that it is a custom, and conform themselves there- 
to. IfI was not posted concerning these private 
arrangements or agreements between the man- 
agers and particular patrons—if I, in my supposed 
ignorance of theatrical usages, should find myself 

the first person at the pigeon-hole of the box-office, 
I should expect a clean diagram, and to have my 
choice of the entire house. I do not think it right 
for managers or the management of theatres to ad- 
vertise the sale of season tickets to commence at a 
certain period, and then refuse a choice of seats to 
the gentleman or lady who appeared at the box- 
office in compliance therewith. But a gentleman 
(such as the plaintiff is) in St. Louis should know 
that he would fina half the house taken by the 
regular patrons. To the regular patron it should 
not have been a novelty to find the box-sheet half 
marked off, and he would he dien naif who ex- 
pected to find everything clear. Atthe same time 
that does not make it right. The first come should 
be first served. When they advertise a sale to be- 
gin at a certain time they should present a clean 
diagram.’ 

** Cross-examined—‘ I know, as a matter of fact, 
that a custom prevails among managers to mark 
off particular seats for persons who cali for them, 
either by letter or personally. prior to the regularly 
advertised sale of season seats for the opera. This 
is much tothe disgrace of our management and the 
maltreatment of the public. [Witness was here 
shown a diagram of the Olympic Theatre, and 
asked to designate the seats most suitable to a per- 
son of the tastes of the plaintiff, and the attorney 
for the defendant read the petition of plaintiff to 
show what those tastes were.) If I were in New- 
York I would select the first box in front, but 
at the Olympic I would prefer the front row of 
the dress circle; Idon't want anybody’s bonnet in 
my way; if I could select my seats differ- 
ently for different nights, I should vary 
them according to the character of the opera, but 
if Iwas compelled to have the same seats every 
night I would certainly prefer the front row of the 
dress circle. If refused seats numbered 675 to 68 
(being the first person applying at the vox-office,} 
and was compelled to take seats back in the sixth 
row, I should not feel damaged in pocket-book, but 
I would feel damaged in temper and patience, and 
would consider the advertisement misleading and 
false. I have no interest whatever in this case, and 
if inclined to be prejudiced, it would certainly be 
in favor of my impresar.o, but I feel that I am one 
of the public, and am myself aggrieved by thi 

ractice of managers. If a young gentleman and 
ady desired seats for this season, the seats num- 
bered 875 to 681 are among the best. I have never 
occupied a seat in the auditorium of the Olympic 
during an operatic performance,’”

SOME RECENTLY PUBLISHED BOOKS 
OF TRAVEL. 

HE ARDENNES COUNTRY DESCRIBED BY THE 
MACQUOIDS—A SUPERFICIAL BOOK ABOUT 
AMERICA—ANOTHER CONTRIBUTION TO 
THE IRISH DISCUSSION. 

Lonpon, Feb. 4.—Fancy ‘‘a compara- 
tively unknown country” in this great, crowd- 
ed, busy Europe, and within a day’s journey 
of London! Such, however, is the Ardennes, 
concerning whick Katharine S. Macquoid and 
Thomas R. Macquoid have just issued, through 
their popular publishers, (Chatto & Windus,) a 
new book. It is a companion volume to 
“ Through Normandy,” which I introduced to 
your notice a year or two ago. ‘‘In the Ar- 
dennes” 1s the title of the work written by the 
first-mentioned author and illustrated by the 
graphi: pencil of Mr. Thomas Macquoid. 
Abounding with exquisite pictures, and writ- 
ven in that quiet, chatty, anecdotical fashion 
which was the charm of ‘* Through Normandy,”’ 
the new volume is a great relief from the mo- 
notonous book making of more ambitious trav- 
elers, Without for a moment venturing to 
compare the commonplace responsibilities of a 
newspaper correspondent with the grave duties 
of the Premier, it occurs to me that Mr. Glad- 
stone must have felt something of the delicious 
sensation of ‘‘ sweet calm” that I experience at 
this moment; he, resting from the cares of 
state in the corner of a box at the Lyceum 
Theatre; I, contemplating *‘ In the Ardennes,” 
and dismissing for the nonce Parliamentary 
scandals, all-night debates, and Boer rebel- 
lions, determined to travel in imagination 
through ‘‘a comparatively unknown coun- 
try” with the Macquoids; and further 
to tell New-York something about the pictu- 
resque country through a portion of which I 
journeyed ina holiday month two Summers 
ago. At the club they are discussing the Irish 
question; over the dinner-table at a friend’s 
house where Iam an occasional visitor they 
are arguing out the effect of Mr. Gladstone's 
resolutions; in the cars of the underground 
railway they are talking about Parnell; if I 
go round to the Post Office to mail a letter I 
shall find some ignoramus telling the clerks 
“what Mr. Gladstone ought to do to them 
Irish members ;” if I take up an evening paper 
it will be full of ‘‘the Irish obstructives,’’ and 
if * seek information upon it I take up the S¢. 
James's Gazette, which, in the interest of the 
Conservative Party, tells me one thing and 
the Pall Mall tells me something quite 
different. It is ‘‘all a muddle,” as the 
man says in ‘‘Hard Times,” and I pro- 
pose this evening to leave it where 
itis, There is a misty rain outside, finishing 
off the remains of the snow. Inside in my 


room there is a pleasant lamp beaming on a 
chattering fire, a cheerful book-case, a few fa- 
miliar pictures on the walls, some soft rugs on 
the floor, a clean blotting-pad on the desk, and 
before me lies “‘In the Ardennes” bound ina 
col, neutral-tinted cloth embossed with gold. 
So, by vour leave, an American cigarette, a 
cup of coffee, and farewell the Greek question, 
the Boer difficulty, the privileges of debate, 
and the troubles of England, Ireland, Africa, 
and the rest, for this one evening in this New- 
Year now beginning to have the brightness 
rubbed off its hopes and promises. 


BOOKS AND COPYRIGHT. 


Surely the world is ungrateful to its authors. 
There is nothing in life so faithful to one’s every 
mood as books. Don’t you remember on those 
long journeys westward, away through the Al- 
leghany Mountains and onward over the prai- 
ries, how you woke up from weary reveries 
to scan the title-pages of the stacks of volumes 
the newsboys brought totempt the dollars out 
of your pocket two or threetimes a day? And 
how once in a way you thus lighted upon a 
companion who spoke to you in consolatary 
language, and helped on the speed of the train ? 
We are talking a good deal about international 
copyright just now, and the publishers are ob- 
jecting to the American draft of the proposed 
sill because it is too much of an author’s meas- 
ure; because it gives the author all the 
rights be can desire in the United States, 
and restricts the publisher pretty well 
to the rigths he already possesses. If the 
English authors are not fools, (a good 
many of them are when a clever publisher is 
at their elbows,) they will move heaven and 
earth to ‘‘ pull off” the present earnest effort 
at the establishment of an internationa! copy- 
right. For my own part I don’t see why intel- 
lectual property should not be as lasting in 
possession as land or houses or any other kind 
of property. Why should not the direct de- 
scendants of Shakespeare or Milton, of Addi- 
son or Swift, have at least a share of the wealth 
that publishers make out of the literary and 
dramatic property these illustrious English- 
inen left behind them ? Is it not hard to think 
that there are descendants of writers (whose 
books are sources of permanent income to 
publishers) living to-day in poverty and 
wretchedness? The entire system of copy- 
righS in all countries wants  over- 
hauling; and daily newspapers ought 
to have at the smallest a four and twenty hours 
copyright in their news and the authors of 
articles, sketches, and letters the same copy- 
right as that which is accorded to books. I re- 
member Sala putting the newspaper point 
very strongly to Lord Beaconsfield, when ‘‘a 
party of us’’ waited upon the Tory Fremier to 
ask tor the Copyright Commission, which he 
promised us and gave us at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. The author of ‘ Vivian Grey” has not 
an enviable reputation as regards his courtesy 
to pee men; but on the occasion in 
question he was particularly civil and consid- 
erate. He is chuckling a good deal, I believe, 
at the present over Mr Gladstone’s difficulties, 
and between the scenes of his hilarity he is 
writing another new novel. Itis said ‘‘Endy- 
mnion’”’ was commenced 10 years ago. His 
reputation would have been none the worse 
if he had lighted his cigars with 
these first_ chapters and never written any 
others. I suppose, as a matter of 
duty, I ought to have read his book, but Iam 
among those thousands of my fellow-country- 
men who did not cut the second and third vol- 
umes. Itisa fact that hundreds of the library 
editions have gone back to Smith & Mudie’s 
with only the first volume of the three read. 
An admiring critic and iriend of Lord Bea- 
consfield has contradicted this, and stated that 
the volumes go out from the libraries ready 
cut, which is not true. They all go out just as 
the libraries receive them from the publishers, 
who send them in direct from the binders. By 
the way, Sampson Low & Marston have just 

ublished ‘Through America,” which has 

een tremendousiy advertised. It is ad- 
mirably printed and beautifully illustrated. 
Some of the pictures have done duty before 
in Seribner’s, St. Nicholas, and Frank Leslie, 
others are new, ali are excellent, and the work 
would not be dear at its published price, $20, 
ifthe matter was equal to the general appear- 
ance of the volume. Mr. W. & Marshail, M. 
A., istheauthor. His style is amateurish, and 
he writes in that tone of superiority which is 
very irritating from a traveler who is giving 
you his first impressions with the air of one 
who has lived in the-country all his life instead 
of merely scampering over it on a holiday trip. 
**Nine months in the United States” and 
Mr. Marshall patronizes the Union no less 
than his readers. He dwells upon man- 
ners, habits, and expressions that differ from 
those of England with his ‘tongue in 
bis cheek” and a ‘‘superior smile’ on 
bis lips; and treats of national characteristics 
as if they were sins against the higher civiliza- 
tion of Europe. There is nothing, it seems to 
me, more impertinent than this kind of ‘‘ super- 
ior person’’ as a writer of travels. Mr. Mar- 
shail has collected together, nevertheless, a 
good deal of interesting information, and he is 
to be commended for his thorough exposure 
of the humbug of Mormonism, particularly 
as the modern prophets of adultery and im- 
Es find the majority of their victims in Eng- 

nd. Prospective travelers may find a good 
deal to interest them in Mr. Marshall’s book, 
but those who have ‘spied out the land” al- 
ready, will only find the old landmarks unde- 
veloped, ; 

“IN THE ARDENNES.” 


What a different kind of traveler is Kath- 
arine Macquoid from Mr. Marshall! She has a 
gentle respect for ail she sees and hears. She 
1s not a ‘superior person,” carrying her na- 
tionality about with her, and uttering covert 
sneers at everything that strikes her as un- 
English. Itis quite delightful to walk by her 
side in these pages, and watch her method of 
picking up information, which she reconveys 
to the reader with quiet unostentation. Her 
style is as even and calm and sweet as her 
facts and incidents and word-pictures. No 


jerky) exclamations, no ‘ Well-I-never-did; 
you-ever’” kind of sentences. She is an ex- 
perienced author who effaces herself in her 
work, and makes you see not the writer all the 
time, but the.sights she is describing. ‘I 
shall never forget all we saw from our 
window at oo that evening. First 
came a woman in most picturesgue attire, with 
a bundle of fagots; then a bare-headed girl 
leading a cow to the river; then several women, 
with their cans and pitchers, going to fetch 
water; and presently there was the moon 
shining over the immense hill opposite, and 
lighting up the rugged rocky valley and the 
silver river below, and through it all was the 
perpetual Summer of the cascade.” The his- 
tory of the Ardennes is romantic and interest- 
ing, and for a walking or sketching tour it is 
full of attractions. It is likely to remain com- 
paratively unknown, we are told—so far as the 
wealthy tourist is concerned—for, excepting 
at Spa, there are no luxurious hotels or 
gay towns to spend money in. But 
the walking traveler who delights in beau- 
tiful country and is content with humble inns 
will find the Ardennes rich with hill and dale 
and mountain crag, with stream and river and 
quaint Old World villages. One can mean- 
while ramble there in fancy through the pages 
of clear type, and what a pleasure it is to 
transport one’s self thus easily, during this 
disagreeable weather away in the heart of his- 
toric forests, to listen to strange old legends 
and:to smell the perfume of lilacs, and see the 

olden shimmer of sunflowers and marigolds ! 
‘he people are hospitable and civil. Many of 
them are Walloons. They are the same blood 
as the brave Walloon guard of the old Kings 
of Spain. They are not unlike the Bretons. 
Their legends, however, differ from those of 
Brittany, inasmuch as they have more of the 
deviland less of the fairy inthem. Luxembourg 
occupies the centre of the Ardennes, which 
reaches to Spa and Liege on the north and to 
the French frontier on the south. This Ar- 
dennes was once an enormous forest and is 


mentioned by Cesar, Tacitus, Strabo, and | 
other ancients. A good deal of the timber has | 
been cut down, and now, ‘‘in looking back on | 


the Ardennes, one calls upa picture of lofty 
hills either wooded or broom-clothed, winding 
brawling streams, with dense tracts of forests 
fringed by heathery wastes.”

(an angel, according to the legend,) gave a local

Eng- 
land had used coal as far back as 1145, Liege 
has always been famous for the manufacture 
of fire-arms and Namur for cutlery. Should 
you ever wish to explore the Ardennes, with 
its villages, castles, churches, legends, forests, 
(wild-boars are still found here,) and interest- 
ing inhabitants, take the book of the Mac- 
quoids with you, and begin your tour at the 
quaint town of Dinant, going thither from the 
gay little city of Brussels. 
WHAT THE IRISH TENANTS+«WANT. 

And so our relaxation ends; for the local 
mail brings in a new book, though it is in its 
fourth edition, so rapid has been its sale; and 
the title thereof is, ‘‘The Parliamentary His- 


tory of the Irish Land Question, from 1829 to | 


1869,” by R. Barry O’Brien. The publishers 
are Sampson Low, Marston & Co., and the 
volume is a timely and useful issue. It is en- 
tirely one-sided, inasmuch as itis the case for 
the tenant; but itis a conscientious and valu- 
able work, nevertheless. The author seldom 
expresses his own _ opinion. When he 
does, it is shrewdly and well expressed. 
He is content to quote ali the great 
authorities, English and Irish, on the land 
question; and he supples speakers and writers 
with a string of striking texts in favor of a 
broad and liberal, if not revolutionary, land 
bill. Ido not propose to follow the compiler 
through his authorities, but to extract for the 
information of the reader the author’s opinion, 
founded upon a knowledge of the people and 
guided by the authorities in question, (includ- 
ing Mr. Froude, Mr. Bright, Lord Palmerston, 
Mr. Gladstone, and even Lord Stanley,) 
as to the minimum measure of legislation 
which the Irish tenants are now _ likely 
to entertain with favor. ‘It must include (1) 
the extension of the Ulster custom (strictly de- 
fined by act of Parliament) throughout the 
whole country ; (2) the institution of some pro- 
cedure for fixing rent which will no longer 
leave the matter to be solely regulated by the 
will of the landlord on the one hand, and the 
necessities of the tenant on the other; and (3) 
the adoption of an improved machinery for 
the working of the Bright clauses, and the 
amendment of these clauses themselves in 
such a way as may tend more effectually to 
the attainment of the end for which they were 
framed. More than this, the Irish tenants may 
demand; less I do not believe they willaccept 
as a final settlement of the land ques- 
tion.” This is not very clear, but the 
whole question. is. full of © difficulty 
and mystery. . Mr. O’Brien .is more 
explanatory when he is defending Irish ten- 
ants generally from English charges of lazi- 
ness and dirt. « ‘‘ In spite,’? he says, ‘‘of gen- 
erations of landlord legislation and misrule, 
the Irish tenants to-day are intelligent, indus- 
trious, honest, and hard working.’ He quotes 
Lord Palmerston in their favor. This great 
English statesman said of them: ‘‘The ten- 
antry of Ireland when they receive encourage- 
ment, and have reason to believe that their ex- 
ertions will meet with a due reward, areas much 
inclined to industrious exertion as the tenant- 
ry of any part of the world.”’ 


‘“TURNED OUT.”’ 


The evening over, the last mail arrived, (we 
receive our letters in London as late as 9:30, 
and sometimes 10 o’clock at night,) I sally 
forth to find out how it is with Carlyle, who, 
it is to be feared, is dying. I meet the news- 
boys with their ‘‘ Irish question” and ‘‘ Sensa- 
tions in the House.” One cannot get away 
from it. Sitting down to a book on some alto- 
gether opposite subject it crops up in the mail 
with a volume on the very question itself. 
Going out to inquire if Mr. Carlyle is better or 
worse, up rises the everlasting spectre “ Ire- 
land,” and lured on by the cries of the news- 
boys 1 take a hansom cab, not for Chelsea but 
for Westminster, and find that ‘‘ the Irish fac- 
tion” (even Gladstone refuses to call them Irish 
members) are being literally turned out of the 
House of Commons, ‘bag and baggage,” as 
the Liberal Premier once proposed to 
turn the Turks out‘ of Europe. There 
is great excitement in Palace Yard and 
thereabout. It turns out that Mr. Davitt (sen- 
tenced to 14 years’ transportation for Fenian- 
ism and released after seven by Lord Beacons- 
field) has been arrested for breaches of the 
condition of his ticket-of-leave, and that Mr. 
Parnell, Mr. Sullivan, and his friends have 
made this their excuse for outrages against the 
rules of Parliament more obnoxious and intol- 
erable than any they had yet committed. 
Challenging and openly disobeying the Speak- 
er, turning the place into a bear-garden, and 
utterly disregarding law and order and cour- 
tesy and everything else, they are being ruled 
out of the House, and, resisting this, they are 
being gradually conducted out by the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. Mr. Gladstone and the Cabi- 
net, pushed into a corner, are firm at last; but 
everybody is repeating the old pamphiet title, 
‘* What next? and next?’ 
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KILLING AN UNFAiTHFUL WIFE.

STABBED BY HER HUSBAND, WHO WAS RE- 
CENTLY IN PRISON FOR ASSAULTING HER, 
Troy, N. Y., Feb. 21.—Edward Earl, a 

tannery laborer, at Hope Falls, in the Adirondack 

wilderness, was recently released from prison, 
where he had served three years and a half for as- 
saulting his wife. Since his release he has not 
lived with the woman, who had transferred her re- 
gards to another man. His fellow-laborers say that 
he has said on several occasions that he intended 


to killher. No notice was taken of his threats, al- 
though it was known that he was a desperate per- 
son.

When she entered the stable he 
rushed upon her and stabbed her to the heart, the 
wound causing instant death, Earl immediately 
went to the residence of George Platt, a constable, 
and eave eet up, saying he feared he had 
hurt his wife. Subsequently he said he had struck 
her in self-defense, and afterward confessed the 
murder, adding that he had been revenged aud 
was ready to die. The bloody knife, with haif the 
blade broken off, was found near the body of the 
woman in the stable.

THE WESTERN CATILE RANGES. 


—_—_->——- 
FEARS OF LARGE LOSSES AMONG THE HERDS, 
CAUSED BY THE SEVERE WINTER. 

Cuicaao, Feb. 21.—A Times correspondent, 
sent out to investigate the effects of the hard Win- 
ter on the cattle in the great grazing ranges, tele- 
graphs from Kansas City that owing to the vast ex- 
panse of the * beef empire” in which the herds roam 
at will, itis almost impossible to gain trustworthy 
news. Intelligence received from the ranges of the 
North Platte River, between the towns on that 
river and Sidney, Neb., and northward for 150 
miles; from the Niobrara ranges, extending 200 
miles along the valley of the Niobrara, and running 


over into Dakota; trom the great grazing ground 
in North-eastern and Central Colorado, and from 
North-eastern New-Mexico and South-western Kan- 
sas, indicates great probeble losses, while the grav- 
est fears are entertained that the thickly populated 
pasture lands of Montana. Idaho, and Oregon may 
be strewn with carcaxes by the time Spring opens. 
William Parton, a member of the Nebraska Legis- 
lature from Omaha, expects to lose from 5,000 to 
7,000 of his 15,000 head on the North Platte, entail- 
ing a loss of from $100,000 to $125,000. J, N. Mc- 
Shane, another member, anticipates a loss of 80 per 
cent. in the Creighton herds, numbering some 
thirty thousand head. The cattle men no longer 
try to conceal the fact that at least the season of 
1881 will be disastrous to their interests; and 
though it should turn out that the actual loss by 
death is less than the present appearances in- 
dicate, it is universally conceded that the percent- 
age of increase in the herds will be far below the 
regular percentage. The cows will be so weakened 
by exposure and the approach of starvation that 
they will be barren for a year, if not longer. The 
estimates of loss in the various ranges run all the 
way from 10 to 75 per cent.

The Mark-Lane Express, in its review of the Brit- 
ish grain trade during the past week, says: ‘‘the 
rainfall has been unfavorable for sowing and 
thrashing, and samples are still ill-conditioned. 
The demand for home-grown was almost stagnant 
in consequence of the bad condition of samples, 
which buyers reject. Flour was in freer supply, 
but slow of sale at ratesin favor of buyers. For- 
eign four was weaker toward the close, buyers 
having supplied wants when rates became easy. 
The spot trade was purely consumptive. The 
American attempt to raise rates met with no re- 
sponse here, and the season is too far ad- 
vanced for speculation to influence the mar- 
kets. The oif-coast trade was well supplied. 
Yhe Continental demand slackened. Forward 
positions were slow and weaker. Foreign flour 
was in good supply, but also dull at nominally un- 
changed rates. The supply from India was two- 
thirds as much as the American. Bailey was dull, 
except for finest. The demand must cease eutirely 
to be slower than at present. Foreign barley was 
also dull. In oats the advance was maintained, 
end Provincial rates were well supported. The de- 
mand at the close, however, was more restricted. 
Foreign oats were firm: Russian were dearer. 
There were no foreign arrivals. Maize was insmall 
supply, and prices hardened. The demand was 
unimproved. Round corn was unchanged. The 
sales of English wheat during the past week were 
26,484 quarters at 41s. $d., against 34,530 quarters at 
43s. 1d. during the corresponding week last year.” 

A correspondent at Paris says there is not the 
slightest probability of the French Chamber of 
Deputies assenting to the amendments of the Sen- 
ate raising the import duties on cattle, &e. 

Paris, Feb. 21,—The Senate has amended the 
proposals of the Chamber of Deputies by raising 
the import duties as follows: On oxen and bulls, 
from 6f. to 380f.; on cows, from 4f. to 20f.; on steers 
and heifers, from 2f. to 10f.; on calves, from 50c. to 
2f.; on sheep, from 14¢f. to 3f., and on goats, from 
20c. to 50c.

MYSTERY OF A MISSING VESSEL. 


A BARK WITH A-CARGO. OF PETROLEUM 


NEVER HEARD FROM SINCE LEAVING 
PORT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 21.—On Sept. 30, last, 
the French bark Fannie, Capt. Letellier, sailed from 
this port for Havre with a. cargo of 273,887 
gallons of crude petroleum, stored in four 
compartments, and 53,485 gallons of petro- 
leum in barrels. The oil was owned by 
alarge company at Havre, and it was expected 
that the vessel would reach that port about 
Nov. 15, at the outside, thus allowing 45 
days for the voyage, which is the extreme limit 
for a sailing vessel between the points named. 


Since leaving the Capes. not the _ slightest 
information has been heard of the bark, and, as 
nearly five months have now passed since she left 
this port, the owners and agents have arrived 
at the conclusion that she has gone to 
the bottom. The matter has been called to 
the attention of Aubin des Fougerals, the 
French Consul at this port, whose most 
active efforts, however, to learn something as to 
the fate of the missing vessel and her crew 
have as yet been unrewarded. The most 
remarkable part fof the story is that 
after the Fannie passed out to sea she was never 
seen by any incoming or outgoing vessels 
leaving the point where she went down in 
complete oblivion. Not one of her crew of 
21 men has been . picked up, for if 
any had been saved the particulars of the 
disaster would have been known long before_this, 
even if the survivors had been carried to 
some extreme port. To add to the mys- 
tery, no _ wreckage of any_ kind has 
been found which could be traced as portions 
of the missing vessel. The Fannie was a first- 
class bark, and just prior to her last 
voyage had been remodeled within in order to fit 
her for carrying petroleum in bulk. The oil 
was purchased from Webster Brothers, and 
Wilson, Gibson’s Point, on the Schuylkill River, 
by Withoff, Marsily & Co., for Ladenberg, Wal- 
mann & Co., No. 11 Broad-street, New-York, who 
were the agents of the French purchasers at Havre.

The Treasury Department has made some 
juteresting calculations in regard to the 
profits of national banks 


at the existing premium as compared with 
their profits on the basis of the proposed 3 
per cent. bonds purchased’ at par. It 
appears that, assuming the interest paid for 
vhe use of money to be 5 per cent. per 
annum, the banks would have on their in- 
vestment in 4 per cent. bonds at a 
premium of 14, a profit equal to 1.49, 
while the rate of profit on 8 per 
cent. bonds at par would be 1.52. When 
the rate obtainable for the use of money is 
8 or 7 per cent. the margin of profit is cor- 
respondingly reduced because 
increased loss on the amount of 
money locked up in the proportion of 
the bonds not represented by circulation. 
But atthe 6 per cent. rate the advantage 
in favcr of 2 3 per cent. bond is even more 


obvious, for the fours at a premium would j 


then yield but 1.25 of profit, while 
the threes at par would yield 1.42. At 
7% per cent. interest on the use of money 
the investment in fours to secure circulation 
wouid yield 1.01, while in threes the profit 
would be 1.32. Under these circumstances 
the amount of circulation surrendered on 
the passage of the Refunding bill is not 
likely to reach alarming proportions. 


The numbers and character of the audi- 
ence at the anti-monopoly meeting last 
night sufficiently demonstrate the growth of 
public interest in a set of questions which 
are taking the foremost place among the 
political issues of the day. The speeches and 
resolutions of the meeting were at least un- 
mistakably earnest, and were directed to- 
ward entirely practical results. The League 
fully recognizes the necessity for indefinite 
reduplication of its organization and for a 
thorough agitation of its principles in every 
part of the Union. Im such a movement 
there is, of course, the risk of running into 
vague Socialistic generalities on the 
one hand, and of being used for 
the purposes of self-seeking politicians 
on the other.

Much may be made of a public dinner in 
Boston. We do not now refer to the of 
feeding, nor to the viands which are said to 
be peculiar and indigenous to that beautiful 
city. But for extent, variety, and richness, 
‘the intellectual treat’’ of a Boston public 
dinner cannot be excelled by any other 
city in this free and happy land. Per- 
haps we should say that no city can 
equal Boston in this respect. There 
was a time when Boston had _ one 
hundred orators, for a Boston man wrote 
a book entitled ‘‘One Hundred Boston 
Orators;’’ and it was said, at the time, that 
many estimable citizens of Boston felt that 
they had been neglected by the author and 
compiler of the book. It was to these one 
hundred orators, probably, that was ad- 
dressed the admonition, as to the solid men 
of Boston, to make no long orations. 
DANIEL WEBSTER quoted this saying with 
great unction, although he used to make long 
orations at the Boston public dinners of his 
time. But the oratorical one hundred 
(or more) have their legitimate success- 
ors, and a public dinner at which 
they may be found should be sufficient 
recognition of the distinguished services of 
any statesman. To have dined at any one 
of the several famous hostelries of Boston, 
with the solid men at the front, with a de- 
tachment of the orators deployed at discreet 
intervals along the tables, is an honor which, 
when it takes the form of a public testi- 
monial, should satisfy the ambition of any 
man. And when we add to these music by 
the Boston Brass Band, an ode sung by the 
children of the public schools, and a poem 
by OxLivER WENDELL Homes, the happy 
recipient of these multifarious honors may 
well cry, ‘‘ All this, and heaven |” 

It does not appear that Secretary ScHURZ 
is to have all these rewards heaped upon 
him. But he will have the Boston public 
dinner, the orators, the brass band, and the 
poem by Dr. Hotmes. This, at least, as 
WEBSTER said of the past of Massachusetts, 
‘*is secure.’’ And, possibly, to these may be 
added the rare attractions of the reminis- 
cences of Boston’s ‘‘ poet-publisher,’”’ al- 
though these are not usually in order until 
the subject is safely dead and past all 
power of contradiction. But the friends of 
Senator Dawes are to be there, and the 
friends of Gov. Lone will be there also. 
It is even hinted that the friends of the Bos- 
ton philanthropists will likewise ‘‘ grace the 
occasion,”’ as they say in Boston, and that 
possibly a few of the philanthropists may 
be allured to the symposium.

It should at least be 
able to undergo the same examination, and 
itis hard to see why it should be relieved 
from the ordeal of a year’s practical experi- 
ence in an office. If the product is inferior, 
but must be accepted because it is home- 
made, and for the sake of encouraging do- 
mestic manufacture, or if the schools of the 
State require to be protected from the cheap 
labor of Harvard and Yale until they are 
developed and able to sustain themselves in 
competition, then that object should be can- 
didly avowed and defended.

INSANITY IN ITALY. 


There can be but little doubt that the effect 
of civil and religious liberty is to develop 
diseases of the brain. ' Under a pure despot- 
ism, such as that of a native African King, 
insanity is extremely rare, while under a free 
Government, like that of the United States, 
it is terribly frequent. In proof of this as- 
sertion the fact may be cited that there is 
not a single insane asylum in all equatorial 
Africa, though in this country private and 


public asylums are found in every city and in 
many retired country towns. In Naples,during 
the grinding tyranny of the Bourbons, there 
were few cases of insanity, but to-day in the 
free Kingdom of Italy there are imprisoned 
in insane asylums no less than 16,000 luna- 


tics, and in the last three years the number 
cases of lunacy in Italy has in- 
creased 14 per cent. It is impossible 
to resist the conclusion that the progress of 
civil and religious liberty in the peninsula is 
the cause of this enormous increase of in-

In Italy the old prejudice againstthe Jews 
which enlightened Germany is now exhibit- 
ing has entirely ceased, and the Jews are 
becoming prominent in politics, as well as 
in business, journalisth, and literature. So 
long as they were poor. and oppressed they 
were sane, but now that they are free and 
prosperous, they are filling the insane asy- 
lums. Inthe days of their adversity they 
read no newspapers, and knew little of the 
world outside of the windows of their cloth- 
ing stores. They managed to make a living, 
and they had no unsatisfied ambitions. But 
now from their high places of prosperity 
they can look abroad over Italy and neigh- 
boring countries and behold millions of 
Italians, Greeks, Turks, and Spaniards, all 
of whom are wearing second, third, and 
fourth hand clothing which, if bought at its 
real value and sold at a fair Hebraic 
profit, would render any Italian Jew a mil- 
lionaire. The trouble is the wretched wear- 
ers have no desire to sell their ancestral coats 
and medizval trousers. They are satisfied 
to wear them as their fathers wore them, 
and the most seductive polyglot placard, 
telling them where they can sell cast-off 
clothing for its full value—ladies waited on 
by Mrs. Moses—have no effect upon them. 
To look on the magnificent field of business 
activity, to comprehend to what enormous 
profit it might be worked, and then to be 
forced to accept the fact that the Mediter- 
ranean nations will not sell their so-called 
clothes, is so depressing to the Hebrew intel- 
lect that it loses its balance and becomes a 
prey to melancholy madaess.

The whole conduct 
of this burglar isso un-English, so foreign to the 
genera! manner of the London thief, that we have 
great doubts as tohis nationality. As we enjoy 
quite frequently the presence of the English thief 
in New-York, there has possibly been an exchange 
of ground, and some of our leading professionals 
must be showing their dexterity with fire-arms in 
London. It isa Roland for their Oliver, only our 
Roland is quite indiferent as to blood-letting.

Keenly awake to the great fishing industry 
of Scotland, Edinburgh asks for an exhibition 
similar to the one recently held in Berlin. It may 
be said to the credit of France that she was the 
iirst to have an exhibition of this special character. 
In April next a fisheries exhibition 1s to be heid in 
Norwich, under royal patronage end State recogni- 
tion, where prizes are to be awarded for apparatus 
connected with pisciculture, for essays on the same 
subject, and for models of fishing boats used in 
trawling and drifting, and for tackle employed in 
deep sea or inland waters. The Government 
shows its interest in this matter by promising 
awards in gold, silver, and bronze medals, with 
diplomas of honor to. successful exhibitors. In 
comparing the German fisneries with those of Scot- 
land, the immense importance of the latter are 
manifest. With the exception of the Norwegian 
herring fishery, the herring fishery of Scotland is 
the most important in Europe, representing 2 
money value of £3,000,000 per annum. An Edin- 
burgh journal is authority for stating ‘that the 
annual value of the herrings brought into the 
stations on the coast of Aberdeenshire alone is 
equal tothe whole land rental of the country.” 
In 1876 the boats which were engaged in fishing on 
this Aberdeenshire station were 2,098, manned by 


| 12,000 men and boys, the vessels being worth some 


£630,000, the catch affording employment to not 
less than 10,500 persons on shore. The fishing 
grounds off the Orkney and Scotland Islands afford 
mussels, cysters, crabs, and lobsters, with haddock, 
whitings, flounders, and cod, but the complaint is 
made that these waters are not well buoyed and 
the land deficient in lights. Such criticisms as 


| American experts have expressed in regard to the 


boats and implements used in fishing on the Scotch 
coasts is not favorable. One great drawback to 
the advance of the Scotch fisheries arises, so it is 
stated, from the fact that the fishermen are aiways 
deepiy indebted to those who furnish the cap- 
ital, and that their earnings are mortgaged for 
years in advance. There can be no doubt that 
the fishing-smacks which leave our numerous At- 
lantic ports are better constructed, more comfort- 
able, and better appointed for their work than any 
similar vessels in the world. It would be worth 
while knowing whether the intended exhibition in 
Edinburgh is to be a local one, to be devoted en- 
tirely to the Scotcn or English fisheries, or general 
in its character. Ifit were opento all the world, 
it might be worth while for our own people to re- 
peat what they did so wellat Berlin. If the Ger- 
man exhibition has opened an avenue for American 
business in fish, there is no reason why we shouid 
not send some of our preparations to Scotland, for 
itis sometimes possible even “to carry coals to 
Newcastle.”

The longevity of authors has been frequently 
cited to show that intellectual pursuits, exhausting 
as they no doubt are to most men, do not always 
shorten human life, but seem rather to prolong and 
preserve it, Something, in explaining this, must be 
placed to the credit of that peace of mind, as re- 
gards mere worldly honors, which has come to 
authors who are endowed with a firm and lofty 
spirit. Itis not so much work that kills as worry; 
friction and not mere activity, which is normal to 
all healthy minds, being the chief source of destruc- 
tion and decay. The death last week of M. 
ALexis Paunin Paris, the French writer and anti- 
quary, in his eighty-first year, is a case in point, for 
he had toiled heavily all his life in intellectual 
fields. Few such lives are needed to span the his- 
tory of modern literature. Born when Lord 
Byron was only a boy of 12, one of 
Parts’s first literary undertakings was a 
translation of “Don Juan,” followed by a 
French edition of all the poet’s works, including the 
memoir by THomas Moors. Indeed, to the younger 
generation of this time such a life has a deeper 
meaning than the careless observer will give to it. 
It is more than half a century since Byron died, 
but here is recorded the death of one who was his 
contemporary, and who, it is not impossible, saw 
and conversed with him. The life of one other 
author so old as this, Dr. Franxiin—except that 
he had been dead ten years when Paris was born— 
carries the world back to the death of PrTEeR 
Bortz, and to within six years of Drypxn’s taking 
off. To reach from Bortz to MicHAEL ANGELO only 
two more lives of this length would be required. 
As MicHAEL ANGELO died at 90, the birth of 
the great artist, (1471) who was aiso an author—as 
he was almost everything else that was possible in 
his time~takes us toa period when English litera- 
ture comprised httle that now has fame beyond the 
works of Cuavcer and GowEr. In France, Rase- 
Lats and MonraieNe were then unborn, and in 
England almost a century was to elapse before 
SHAKESPEARE should see the light. These five lives 
would span not only the greater part of mcdern 
literature, but our chief wonders in other depart-

OBITUARY. 


OLIVER M. BRADFORD, JOURNALIST. 

Mr, Oliver Morton Bradford, one of the best 
known and most popular journalists in New-York, 
who for 25 years had been prominently connected 
with the Associated Press, died at his home in this 
City yesterday. Mr. Bradford was born in Waldo 
boro, Me., in 1825, smi was graduated, as a 
medal scholar, from the Franklin School iu 
Boston. He began his career as a journalist 
in the editorial rooms of the Boston Afas, 


where he remained for several years. Afterward 
he entered the employment of the New-York Asso- 
ciated Press, and about 25 years ego he was sent to 
New-Orleans to act as agent of the Metropolitan 
journals there. From New-Orleans Mr. Bradford 
was transferred to the Washington oifice of thé 
Associated Press, and thereafter, for a short time, 
filled the position of Genera! Agent of that institu- 
tion in New-York. Fora year he was the publisher 
of the Brooklyn Argus, under Demas Barnes, and 
afterward he became agent. in this City, of the 
Western Associated Press. More recently he has 
been the night agent of the New-England Asso 
ciated Press. Mr. Bradford’s death was caused by 


| inflammation of the brain, a disease which first at- 


tacked him three weeks ago. He leaves a widow 
and three children. During his long connec- 
tion with the press of the Metropolis 
Mr. Bradford made hosts of friends, and the 


intelligence of his death will be received with deep 
sorrow, not only among his immediate asvociates, 


; but bv many In other professions and in commer- 


cial life. His work ae a journalist was marked by 
diligence and zealousness, and as a man he won 
the respect and affection of all who came 
in contact with him. Mr. Bradford’s con- 
nection with the Associated Press began 
almost with the foundation of that orgam 
ization, and his ability, energy, industry, and 
widely varied experience couatributed in no small 
de Through 
his hands all the news of the day for the last 23 
years has passed. and it may be safely said that no 
one bay for so long atime and so steadily given ta 
its preparation more conscientious care or brought 
to beer upon it a more skillful judgment.

ROBERT McK. ORMSBY. 

Robert McK. Ormsby, a prominent lawyer, 
died suddenly on Saturday last at his residence in 
Mount Vernon, Westchester County, of angina 
pectoris. Mr. Ormsby was in his s‘xty-eighth 
His introduction tothe Bar of this City was 
through Charlies O’Copnor, with whom he was as- 
sociated in the defense of Jefferson Davis. He was 
formerly a leading lawyer of the State of Ver 
mont, and was a man of decided mental powerand 
an active philosophical political student, though 
not a politician or office-seeker.

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

THE COMMITTEE STAGE OF THE BILL FIN- 
ISHED—MR. GLADSTONE’S ANTI-OB- 
®TRUCTIVE PLAN FULLY SUSTAINED—MR. 
PARNELL’S VIOLENT SUNDAY SPEECH. 

Lonpon, Feb. 21.—Mr. Parnell, speaking 
at Clara, King’s County, yesterday, vigorously 
denounced the Government for introducing 
the Coercion bill, and charged the Ministers 
with trying to intimidate the nation and with 
a deliberate conspiracy to prevent him from 
exercising his constitutional right of speaking 
in Parliament. If the tenants, he said, would 
continue to refuse to pay unjust rents he and 
his colleagues would willingly go to prison for 
their sakes, Incase of threatened eviction he 
advised the neighboring tenants to plow up 
the land in order to prevent the landlord from 
grazing his cattle thereon, The tenants, he 
asserted, might accept the Land bill so far as 
it would enable them better to continue their 
struggle against landlordism. 

The House of Commons was exceedingly 
crowded this afternoon. Notice was given of 
a qu-stion to be put to-morrow, whether Mr. 
Parneil’s speech at Clara yesterday, especially 
the passage relative to ‘‘plowing up land,” 
was not an incitement to punishable offenses. 
The notice was received with cheers. 

M>. Gladstone’s motion, thatat midnight the 
rematuing clauses of and amendments to tke 
Protection bill be put forthwith, was carried 
by a vote of 415 to 63. The minority included 
seven Conservatives and seven Radicals. The 
English members who voted in the minority 
are: Sir Join Helker, Conservative: the Right 
Hon. Sir John Hay, Liberal-Conservative; Sir 
Henry Tyler, Conservative; Mr. John P. Ed- 
wards, Liberal; Mr. Macdonald, Liberal; Mr. 
Gorst, Conservative: Mr. Edward Clarke, Con- 
servative; the Right Hon. Alexander Hope, 
Liberal-Conservat:ve: Mr. Burt, Radical; Mr. 
Labouchere, Liberal; Mr. Bradlaugh, Radical; 
Mr. Cowen, Radica!, and Mr. Lewis, of Ulster, 
Conservative. 

In the House of Commons this evening, Mr. 
Gladstone, replying to a question, said that 
when the pressing questions before the House 
had been dis, osed of it would be advisable to 
consider rules with the view of expiditing non- 
urgent Unsiness. 

The House in Committee resumed the con- 
sideratio:. of the Protection bill, and at mid- 
night the Chairman interrupted the debate. 
After a division upon the amendment before 
the House, which was rejected, the Chairman 
ruled that the remaining four amendments 
were out of order, but the Home Rulers insisted 
on dividing upon the motion to report the bill 
and upon the motion that the Chairman leave 
the chair. Mr. Labouchere’s amendment in- 
ecorporatin,; the Compensation for Disturbance 
bill wic, the Protection bill was ruled out of 
order. The third clause was adopted by a vote 
of 199 to 47. The committee stage of the bill 
‘s now finished,

the Government could not postpone the Arms 
bill until after the passage of the Land bill. A 
decision will probably be announced early this 
week.”

A GERMAN CALINET QUARREL. 
BISMARCK ENDEAVORS TO AVERT A CRISIS 
BY AN EXPLANATION, 

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—The cause of the Cabi- 
net crisis is as follows: ‘* The lower house of 
the Landtag had amended the Government 
bill on local administration. The amendment 
intrusted the supervision thereof to the local 
Council instead of to the Landrath, as was 
proposed by the bill. When returned to the 
upper house, Count von Eulenberg accepted 
the amendment. A few minutes afterward 
Herr Rommel, a clerk in the Ministry of 
Commerce, Prince Bismarck’s special depart- 
ment, stated that Prince Bismarck’s presence 
was prevented by illness, and read a paper to 


the effect that Prince Bismarck could not con- 
sent to intrust the supervision of Communes 
to irresponsible bodies. He would submit the 
bill to the Emperor, but would insist on its re- 
vision in a Government sense before applying 
it to other provinces. The House was thun- 
derstruck by this announcement.’? A seiai- 
official paper stated on Sunday evening that 
Count von Eulenberg had already resigned. 

In the Upper House of the Prussian Diet to- 
day, before debate on the Local Administra- 
tion bill was begun, Prince Bismarex rose and 
explained that the statement read by Herr 
Rommel yesterday had been erroneously in- 
terpreted. It was only intended as an instruc- 
tion to Herr Rommel, and was nos to be read 
word for word. No real difference ot opinion 
existed between him (Prince Bismarck) and 
Count von Eulenberg; there was, therefore, no 
ground for a ministerial change. Prince Bis- 
marck continued: ‘‘I assumed that the knowl- 
edge of my views would lead to an agreemen’ 
between the two houses. I could not 
suppose the affair would take the present turn. 
The assumption that material differences of 
opinion exist in the State Ministry is incor- 
rect.” The House, by a vote of 50 to 45, then 
passed the paragraphs of the bill in the 
amended form in which it was sent up by the 
lower house. Prince Bismarck voted with the 
majority, thereby attesting his adhesion to the 
views of Count von Eulenberg. The Em- 
peror has not accepted the Count’s resigna- 
tions, but negotiations with the object of in- 
ducing him to remain in the Ministry have so 
far been without result.

GUE RESERVES 


ARY NEGOTIATIONS. 

Lonpox, Feb. 21.—A dispatch from Ath- 
ens to Reuter’s Telegram Company says: “A 
royal decree has been issued caliing out the re- 
serves. The troops of the Morea are being 
gradually ordered to march northward. The 
largest college in Athens has been converted 
into a military hospital.” 

A dispatch from Rome says: ‘‘ The notes 
of the Ambassauors of the powers at Constan- 
tinople, to be presented to the Porte to-day, 
with the view of opening negotiations on the 
boundary question, will take cognizance of 
the Porte’s promise not to commit any act of 
aggression. The Ambessadors have also in- 
formed their Governments of their opinion 
that Greece should lik«wise be advised against 
any hostile movement.’ 

Havre, Feb. 21.—A large quantity of car- 
tridges intended for export has been seized 
here. An inquiry in regard to them is pro- 
ceeding. 

Paris, Feb. 21.—The Opposition papers com- 
ment strongly on the encouragemen,; France 
uas given to Greece, as revealed by the British 
Blue Book, particularly on the promise of Gen. 
Farre, Minister of War, last year to sell Greece 
80,000 muskets. The incident will doubtless be 
ased by M. Gambetta’s enemies to show that 
he favored a warlike policy, Gen. Farre being 
one of his nominees in the Ministry. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day, M. 
Devés (Republican) requested explanations 
from the Ministry relative to the Greek affair, 
end asked whether the arms which Gen, Farre, 
Minister of War, promised to Greece were 
delivered, or were about to be delivered, 
ard if it were true the arms had been sent to 
Marseilles and Havre for shipment to Greece. 
Premier Ferry, replying to M. Devés, said that 
neither the War Minister nor the Gov- 
ernment had eyer promised 30,000 muskets 
to Greece. The Greek Government, he said, 
had asked for them, but the request wes re- 
fused. If the statement had been true the 
French Cabinet should not have been merely 
questioned, but impeached. He declared that 
only disused material had been sold, and some 
Rerties had succeeded in acquiring a certain 
number of converted muskets and suitable cart- 
ridges, butthe Government on being informed 
of the matter stopped their delivery. M. 
Ferry added that he hoped the Chamber would 
approve the loyalty with which they (the Min- 
istry) have acted.

He had al- 
wars refrained from criticising the policy of 
the Government, and had never carried on any 
kind of agitation. The Chamber then passed 
the ord: of the day, pure and simple. _

DEMOCRATS WHO CAN'T AGREE. 

The Sub-Committee of Twenty-one of the 
Democratic Committee of One Hundred, which is 
endeavoring to reorganize that party, met last even- 
ng at No. 21 West Twenty-fourth-street, Abram S. 
Hewitt in the chair. The question before the meet- 
jng was how to secure an honest Democratic pri- 
mary election, and after a discussion which lasted 
until nearly midnight an adjournment took place 
without any satisfactory conclusion being ar- 
rived at as to how the thing could be accom- 
plished. A resolution of ex-Mayor Cooper that no 
previous enrollment was necessary to vote at the

No agree- 
ment could be reached, notwithstanding speeches 
by Corporation Counsel Whitney and others in 
tavor of the Committee of One Hundred as the 
most appropriate body to decide such contests.

DINNER OF THE CLUB. 

ABOUT ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY SIT DOWN 
—SPEECHES BY PRESIDENT ELIOT, 
JUDGE .HOAR, PROF. GOODWIN, AND MR. 
DEPEW, OF YALE. 
The members of the Harvard Club of this 
City assembled at Delmonico’s last evening to en- 
joy their fifteenth annual dinner. Mr. Francis 
M. Weld, President of the club,: occupied the 
post of honor, and at his right sat. President 
Eliot, of Harvard. The other gentlemen 
at the President's table wero Chauncey M. 
Depew, to represent Yale College; H. H. Ander- 
son, President of the University Club; James C. 
Carter, Edward Everett Hale, Judge Hoar, Prof. 
Goodwin, of Harvard; Joseph H. Choate, and Wil- 
liam M. Prichard. Delmonico’s large hall was 
filled with the diners tothe number of about 150, 
among them being Ulysses S. Grant, Jr., Horatio 
Alger, Jr., H. McK. Twombly, Francis R. Appleton, 
Theodore Roosevelt, and John O. Sargent. 
The room was entirely without decorations. The 
little balcony over the entrance, usually occupied 
by musicians, was concealed behind pink 
drapery, and several ladies occasionally showed 
small portions of their faces as they peeped 
through the openings and enjoyed the festive scene 
below. The dinner having been eaten, with the 


the intellectual exercises in a neat and witty speech. 
Six hours every year, he said, are devoted to eating 
the Harvard Club dinner and making and listening 
to Harvard Club speeches. Three of these hours had 
already passed, and, by a careful arithmetical 
calculation, he arrived at the conclusion that 
three hours yet remained. He had been pre- 
sented, he said, with an appropriate gavel, and 
he showed a mallet big enough to drive the 
heaviest sort of cold-chisel. He supposed this 
has been given him, sothat should any of the 


speakers seem inclined to cut their remarks too 
short, he might bring them to their senses, 
He had mapped out the time for the speeches, he 
said, with great care. His own should be the long- 
gest,for, being the President,he was the most impor- 
ant person in the room. President Eliot might 
have 15 minutes, but each of the other speakers 
must confine bis remarks to 10 minutes. He went 
on with what he termed an astronomical and gas- 
tronomical address, much to the edification of 
his hearers, who were disposed to be tickled, and 
liked nothing so well

“Tam very glad to salute in your person, Mr. 
President,” President Eliot said, ‘the soldierclass 
of 1860 thas gave 21 of its members to the service of 
its country. I canfiot help but think, too, of that 
brave young soldier who was buried in the trenches 
in front of Fort Wagner—-Robert Gould Shaw. I 
rather expected to hear something to-night 
about the new _ privilege you New-Yorkers 
enjoy of being elected to the Board of Overseers. 
In the last two years, we _ have re- 
ceived from citizes of this State $124,000 
for the University. In the last 11 years we have 
received more than $3,000,000 toward our fund, 
and we need at least as much more. 
This is not a 
I think we shall 


(Laughter. } 
humorous suggestion; indeed, 
soon have it. The people 
of Massachusetts can do it alone, but how 
much quicker it can be done if this weal- 
thy community lendsa hand. We wish to make 
Harvard a national university. There is steady 
progress in that direction. In the last 10 
years many things have been done to make 
the degrees more and more significant, You 
can’t tell, what the degree of < s 
means, till you learn where it was obtained. We 
have 800 or 400 institutions calling themselves col- 
leges. We mean that a Harvard degree shall mean 
something. A young man is perfectly free to come 
to Cambridge and stuay anv one branch, without 
studying any other branch—Latin, law, history, 
or any other. We are going to conduct 
the entrance examinations in all the large 
cities of the country. Prof. Goodwin is 
going to San Francisco next June to conduct an 
examination. This plan gives a young man in 
a distant city the same advantages that 
@ young man in Massachusetts has. The 
country is a deal smaller than it was a 
hundred years ago—it is not a tenth part as 
arge. We do not do this because we need 
more students, for we have as many as we 
need, but because young men cannot be well 
educated without meeting other young men 
from all parts of the country. Young 
men from different sections should meet and 
become acquainted with each other, and learn 
each others customs. I am sometimes dazed 
hy the tremenduous bustle of this Metropolis. 
We are reciluses at Cambridge, but what is 
all this bustle about? What are all these men do- 
ing? They are making happy and retined homes, 
andthe education of children is a fundamental 
object. When life draws near a close, litera- 
ture, science, and art are the great consolers 
of mankind. I went to see recently, with no 
sinister purpose, two elderly men. I found them 
bovh passing their declining years in the same way. 
They read, and read, and read, after breakfast, 
after lunch, after dinner. Gentlemen, they were 
reading the books that universities produce. 

Three rousing cheers were given for President 
Eliot at the conclusion of his remarks, and the 
song ‘*Marching through Georgia” was sung, 
with some Harvard variations. The diners seized 
upon every opportunity to cheer and make 
a racket, and there was_ every _ indica- 
tion that they were thoroughly comfortable. The 
President then introduced a gentleman who was 
so unfortunate early in life, when he had no control 
over his own movements, as to be sent to Yale Col- 
lege, but who has striven to make up for his defi- 
ciencies since, Chauncey M. Depew. Mr. Depew 
is so well known as an exceedingly witty after- 
dinner speaker, that his hearers -lways begin to 
smile before he begins to speak. He occupied only 
about five minutes of the time, but they were five 
minutes of laughter and general enjoyment. It takes 
the popping of corks, a half-emptied glass, and the 
remains of a vanquished dinner, to make an after- 
dinner speech most enjoyable, and Mr. Depew’s 
post-banquet addresses sometimes do not seem 
so funny after they have wrestled with the types. 

‘*I never appreciated more fully,” he said, ** the 
grasping spirit of Harvard than when, on looking 
at my dinner-card, I saw that my name waschanged 
toC. F. A. There has beena misdirection of liberal 
culture in Massachusetts. The last time I had the 
pleasure of sitting in this room was at the dinner 
of the Yale Alumni, and there sat in the room 
a carricature of a Harvard Alumnus as he is un- 
derstood at Yale, andI am glad to see this even- 
ing that our notions at Yale about Harvard are 
somewhatexageerated. ‘Cultah’is whas weat Yale 
admire, and what you at Harvard attain. We 
were taught to believe, at New-Haven, that Har- 
vard has a rare atmosphere. Yale always boasts of 
her vigor, but she is sometimes compelled to admit 
that there is enough muscle at Harvard to enti- 
tle her to respect. There is no greater blessing 
in our country, than that Harvard and Yale both 
exist. Neither would have been what it is to-day 
had it not been for the other. Irejoice in the com- 
ing inauguration of the new President, because he 
made his own way, put himself through a univer- 
sity, and was elected President.” 

“Three cheers for Yale’? were heartily given 
when Mr. Depew sat down, and then the Presi- 
dent jntroduced Mr. H. H. Anderson, Presi- 
dent of the University Club. “in this 
great commercial City,”’ Mr. Anderson said, 
“everybody is so intent upon enriching him- 
self, and wealth has counted so heavily in deter- 
mining social stanaing that until recently the fact 
of a man’s having received a finished education 
aid not, for many years, entitie him to 
any social position whatever. That was for 
from what it should have been; and it was only 
changed when the University Club was established. 
Inits two short years of usefulness this club has 
demonstrated the necessity of its existence, 
and has firmly and substantially established 
itself. It is still. I am sorry to say, the 
only social organization in this City in which it is 
impossible for money alone to gain entrance. The 
President of your university has spoken about 
the conferring of degrees, and I was glad to hear 
him say what he did onthe subject. You should 
be very careful about the election of persons to 
honorary degrees in Harvard, for the honored 
recipients of such degrees sometimes apply for 
membership in the University club.” 

President Weld then delivered a brief but ex- 
ceedingly witty and interesting address in choice 
Greek, and,when he came to the end, (and he came 
tothe end quickly,the supply of original Greek hav- 
ing run out,) everybody in the room was able to 
grapple with the last word, for that word was 
“Eureka.”” And, so saying, he pointed at 
Prof. Goodwin, the gentleman who gave many of 
those present their first insight into the mysteries 
of Alpha and Omega. ‘‘ Four years ago,”’ he said, 
“it was said that the department of Greek 
was just expinng in Harvard, but I am 
glad to see that this is not true. We 
have had a revival of Greek lately. They want 
more rooms and more moncy, and Greek is extend- 
ing itself. But still we are modest. In a letter 
that your President sent me, he wrote a 
long Greek sentence—a sentence he ‘'made up” 
himself. We are to have a Greek play in May, as 
most of you know. The parts are to be performed 
by undergraduates, most of them, and undergradu- 
ates will sing the chorus. I feel sure it will be 
a good representation of the Greek drama. 
he music is in process of preparation, under the 
direction of Prof. Payne, It may not be ancient 
music, but it will be good. You mustn't expect to 
hear any of the Greek metres that I taught you, 
for I am sorry to tell you, that they were all 
wrong. [Laughter.] Idon’t say anything very de- 
cided on that subject since I have grown older.” 
After the singing of asong, and the reading of a 
poem by the President, entitled ‘* The Corporation; 
or, We are Seven,” Judge Hoar, of Massachusetts, 
was introduced. “It will be 50 years this 
coming Summer,” he said, since I, a country 
boy, entered Harvard College, looking upon 
{t as one of the greatest distinctions to be reached 
in this life. Gentlemen, I have not since changed 
my opinion. (Cheers.} The Harvard colors hav 
ever n dear to me. Some things that we learn:

He was very brief and equally solemn, 
and then Edward Everett Hale made a short 
address saying the Professors of Harvard 
should be as national as the students are.

man say of one of his-classmates, that he did not 
know him. . In our day, we were like members of 
the same family. Though we had not all the modern 
improvements in Greek, we had in Prof. Channing, 
a critic who drove away all propensity to gush; 
and we had in Josiah Quincy an cxample of a man 
who impressed upon everybody the courage 
of his convictions. I have been spoken of, as 
@ member of the Corporation. I will tell 
you something about my election to 
that post of honor many years ago. It 
was proposed to elect Josiah Quincy to fill the va- 
cancy. Hehad retired from the head of the college, 
and was in the decline of life, and_it was doubted 
whether, under the circumstances, he would accept 
the nomination. One of the gentlemen present arose 
and said that Mr. Quincy was undoubtedly the 
man for the place, but that he doubted whether he 
would accept it.” ‘ Besides,” he added, ‘‘I un- 
derstand that Mr. Quincy is a very wealthy 
man, and he doesn’t need the place!” So I 
waselected. That gentleman was, evidently under 
the impression that the post was a lucrative one, 
and some of you may have the same idea, but I as- 
sure you that it is not.” 

Louis G, Ledyard said a few words on the sub- 
ject of ‘‘ Harvard Dinners,” and the President said 
that he had hoped to introduce to the diners repre- 
sentatives of two sister races—an Indian and a 
representative of the African race; but, upon 
looking at the catalogue, he found that the Indian 
belonged to the class of 1665, and was prevented 
from being present by circumstances entirely be- 
yond his own control. He had, however, 
the introducing the _lat- 
ter gentleman with whom 
many present were acquainted—Prof. Greener, 
All eyes were turned upon this_ polished 
and fluent speaker, as he rose in his place, 
and, for several minutes, everything in 
the room rattled with the applause. 
“The race to which I have the fortune to be 
allied,” he said, “tis possessed with a capacity to 
take upon itself civilization. ‘The first repree 
sentative of the race at Harvard determine 
live as long as he could to honor the university. 
It is not generally known that instead of 
coming trom the South on a raft, I was one who, 
in the carly days, remember very distinctly fol- 
lowing the lancers up Main-street, and was 
glad to hold one of the horses for the 
sake of listening to the Harvard speeches. 
I have been, since leaving college, in the 
South, and when I stood upon the broken ramparts 
of Fort Wagner and remembered the three fair- 
haired Harvard boys who died there, I determi: ed 
huthing should ever ve cone vy me to lower Har- 
vard’s noble standard. The influence that Harvard 
has exerted in opening her doorsto men of all 
colors is not of recent date. This noble act was 
done many decades ago; and it is with feelings of 
pleasure that I sound the praise of that college, 
whose latchstring never wasdrawn in against the 
poorest child.”

GIVING THEM A COLLECTION OF PICTURES 
AND A TEA PARTY IN THE ACADEMY. 


Last Summer 22 members of the Artists’ Fund 
Society, including Thomas Hicks, the President, 
enjoyed arollicking trip along the Erie Canal, as 
guests of William T. Arkell and his father, James 
Arkell, of Canajoharie. After the trip they gave 
their hosts a quaint letter of thanks for his hospi- 
tality. in which they expressed the hope that he 


would be with them at a later day, when they 
might tender him a more fitting testimonial 
of their regard and gratitude. The testimonial 
Was presented last evening, at a tea party, in 
the council-room of the Academy of Design, 
which the Arkeils came down from Canajoharie to 
pref The affair partook of the jovial good-fel- 
lowship peculiar to entertainments given by artists. 
The council-room was specially furnished for the 
occasion. Twenty-five paintings were hung on the 
wall, the background being artistically draped 
with crimson cloth. They were labeled the 
** Arkell Collection.” At the back ot the room was 
a long table on which, amid a tempting array 
of edibles, steamed a large silver coffee 
urn. On the wall back of this was a large picture 
in crayon, representing a scene in the artists’ 
journey along the canal in the canal-boat Amos. 
The jolly 22 knights of the brush sit on the deck 
quafiing beer, kegs of which are piled, in great 
number, high upon the deck. On the top sits the 
memorable fiddler, with his tall violin, who was one 
of the singular features of the excursion. Whenever 
he was asked to play a lively tune, he invariably 
complied by favoring the company with an 
air they all dubbed ‘66.” “* Sixty-six”’ 
was commemorated, separately, in another 
comic charcoal sketch. The canal-boat was rep- 
resented as drawing near the “low bridge,’’ which 
was crowded with cheering villagers, and was so 
low that the sweeping away of the big fiddle, the 
musician and the beer kegs on the deck was inev- 
itable. Still another large sketch in crayon was la- 
beled “‘The Falls of Niagara.’? The falls com- 
rised beer kegs, out of which spouted amber 
iquid, and each keg bore the name 
of some character who had_ contributed 
to the enjoyment of the excursion. In another 
part of the room was an abundant supply of white 
clay pipes with long stems, aromatic tobacco, and 
cigarettes, and in one corner was ascreen which 
bore a placard inscribed ** Danger.’’ Everybody 
seemed anxious to meet the danger, and the 
screen was besieged throughout the evening. It 
was found to cover the entrance to the spot where 
foaming beer kegs were stored. 

When William and James Arkell arrived, they 
found the artists smoking the long clay pipes and 
chatting together. Each wore a metal star 3us- 
pended from his waistcoat with a red ribbon. It 
was a memento of the Arkell reception, and was in- 
scribed “‘A. F. §.,° 1881, Arkell.” At 9 o’clock 
President Hicks stood up behind the steaming 
coffee-pot and, rapping for order, made a 
very happy presentation address to young 
William Arkell. He spoke ina picturesque way of 
the delights of the excursion, and ended by pre- 
senting to the guest, on behalf of the society, the 
collection of paintings, which, he said, had been 
presented as tokens of esteem by the excursionists, 
each contributing his share. Mr. William Arkell re- 
plied briefly .nd characteristically. He said his 
thanks were in his heart, but could not reach his 
lips.

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TARE PRODUCH EXCHANGE DESIGNS 
—_>- 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The latest result of the system of architec- 
tural competitions in this City is one of its most 
surprising results. It is particularly surprising bes 
cause persons interested in architecture expected 
at least an interesting showing of designs from a 
competition which offered the best architectural 
opportunity which has ever been offered in New- 
York, the terms of which were apparently arranged 
with liberality and fairness, and in which distin- 
guished architects like Mr. Upjohn, Mr. Withers, Mr. 
Eidlitz, and Mr. Post—to name only four—took 
part. Not one of the four designs exhibited as the 
result of the committee’s labors can possibly have 
been the work of any one of these architects, or of 
any architect of equal standing. Of the four de- 
signs exhibited any person at all trained in architec- 
ture would ata glance pronounce two to be illit- 
erate, one crazy, and the fourth dull and common- 
place. Iam speaking of course, of the architec- 
ture of the designs, not of their fulfillment of 
the practical requirements of the committee, upon 
which it would take a long and serious study to en- 
able one to pronounce. but it seems scarcely pos- 
sible that the plan of every one of the artistic archi- 
tects employed by the commission was practically 
so defective that it had to be thrown out, and that 
only the extremely unartistic plans shown met the 
requirements of the Exchange. Even if that were 
the case, it is clearly more feasible to insist upon 
the remcdeling of anartistic design to meet prac- 
tical needs than to insist upon the insertion of 
architecture into the work of persons so evidently 
innocent of that art as are the authors of the four 
designs in question, 

‘this is not a ‘‘ matter of taste’ any more than 
spelling or grammar is a matter of taste. Itisa 
matter of knowledge. Asan educated man with- 
out hesitation pronounces an ungremmatical and 
ill-spelled letter to be the work of an uneducated 
man, a man trained in architecture pronounces 
these designs illiterate with equal confidence and 
decision. The faults which are evident to him in 
the drawings will be evident, more or less, to every- 
body in the finished work. In one sense it is the 
business of the Produce Exchange alone what sort 
of building they choose to put up. In another 
sense it is the business of every New-Yorker who 
cares about his City whether so important a build- 
ing as the Produce Exchange js to be a credit to 
the City or the reverse. And it is certain thata 
building erected from any one of the four designs 
now on exhibition at the Produce Exchange will be 
very much the reverse. 

The competition for the Union League Club may 
not have haa very brilliant results, but there was 
at least something of architectural interest in every 
one of the designs submitted, except one. That 
one was on the levelof three, at least, of the four 
designs submitted to the Produce Exchange. They 
are absolutely without architectural joterest. If 
the Exchange is wedded to them, it isto be hoped 
that an exhibition may be arranged of the rejected 
designs, several of which are certain to possess an 
interest to architects and students of architecture. 
It. may be proper for me to add that I was not en- 
gaged in the rec-nt competition, and that my mo- 
tive in writing to you is pile 4 a desire that so 
conspicuous a building as the New-York Produce 
Exchange is to be shall be worthy of its prom- 
inence, WHITEHALL.

LOW-LIFE COMEDY. 

Another in the series of plays which have 
won so much popularity of late at the Theatre 
Comique was brought out last night before a very 
large and interesting audience—iateresting be- 
cause it was composed of so diverse elements. It 
is a fact worth noting, however, that the select 
portion of this theatre was occupied—as it is now 
always occupied—by a class of persons who were 
not wont, a short time ago, to frequent down-town 
Places or houses dedicated to the tenth muse of 
“variety.” It is, we think, the sound merit and 
genuine humor of the Mulligan plays—merits 
which have been pointed out in these columns 
from time to time—which have brought these 
into favor with the well-to-do public. There 
are, certainly, much rubbish and much coarse 
horse-play in these pieces; they are not de- 
vised with great care, and they are meant to 
suit a very miscellaneous taste, But they are racy, 
amusing, and outof the common; they contain 
scenes which, though drawn from the slums and 
dealing with the vulgarities of life, are fresh, piq- 
uant, and realistic, and, while not ambitious, they 
reach the point at which they aim. On the whole, 
they represent the comedy of low life with a sort 
of shoulder-hitting truthfulness which is, from its 
own stand-point, quite worthy of praise. They are, 
in a sense, the American drama of South Fifth- 
avenue, and we wish that our drama of upper Fifth- 
avenue were as unconventional and natural. The 
Mulligan plays are based upon the same plan as 
Zola’s Rougon-Macquart novels—if that irascible 
and tasteless naturalist (who does his best occa- 
sionally to destroy all true, vital, significant ideas 
of realism) will permit us to make a so broad com- 
parison. Mr. Harrigan, who is the author of the 
Ppiays, has, of course, a valuable assistant in Mr. 
David Braham—a genuine melodist and song-writer, 
and the lively music composed by Mr. Braham has 
done much to maintain their popularity. 

The new piece produced last night is called ‘‘ The 
Mulligans’ Silver Wedding.” It illustrates a fresh 
phase in the career of Mr. Mulligan—now an Alder- 
man—and his keen-witted spouse. It contains nine 
scenes, and, like its immediate predecessor, is con- 
structed on a disconnected yet mechanical plan. Its 
chief faults are the extreme length of its scenes 
and the merely casual treatment of its subject—an 
excellent subject, which is, unfortunately, 
hardly touched upon; most of the play 
deals in fantastic and farcical matter that 
has no possible connection with the silver wed- 
ding. Nevertheless, some of the scenes are full of 
humor and spirit, especially the first and the two 
closing scenes. When the piece is cut down it will 
be quite as bright, lively, and entertaining. The 
songs are, for the most part, gay and melodious, 
though none of them are equal to the best that Mr. 
Braham has composed. The piece was well acted 
by Mr. Harrigan, Mr. Hart, Miss Yeamans, and the 
large company of the theatre. The scenery was 
carefully set and tastefully painted. 

The new theatre which the managers of the 
Comique are now having built will be situated on 
the site of the old Globe Theatre, and will be opened

‘DEATH IN A VERY SAD WAY 


CHARLES F. BLAKE’S BODY FOUND 
OFF A NORTH RIVER DOCK. 


HOW IT CAME THERE A MYSTERY—DID AN 
ACCIDENT HAPPEN TO HIM OR WAS IT 
SUICIDE 7—WHEN AND WHERE HE WAS 
LAST SEEN. 

A cattle-boat entered the slip between the 

‘piers at the foot of West Thirty-ninth and 


West Fortieth streets at 9 o'clock yesterday 


morning and grounded. Her paddle-wheels in 
revolving stirred up mud and rubbish from 
the bed of the dock, which is the foulest of all 
an the City water-front. With this rubbish 
came the body of aman. It was discovered on 
the south side of the end of the West Fortieth- 


street pier by William Smith, of the sloop 
Guide, which was moored there. He procured 


a boat, fastened a rope to the body, and 
dragged it on the deck of a canal-boat near by. 
The remains were those of a handsome man, 
$ feet in height, and weighing 250 pounds. The 
body and clothes were covered with tar, which 
evidently came from the gas-works, the refuse 
ot which is emptied into the slip between the 
piers at the foot of West Forty-first and West 
Tarty-second streets. Smith, instead of rifling 
the pockets of the clothes worn by the dead 
man, who was evidently a gentleman, sum- 
moned Officer McConnell, of the Twentieth 


Precinct. The neighborhood is a bad one, and 
the news of the discovery of a body had at- 


tracted scores of ill- visaged fellows from what 
are known as ‘‘the lava-beds,’? the haunts 
of the Tenth-avenue gang. McConnell 
ignored the tradition that only a Coroner can 
search the clothes of a drowned man, and took 


$26 80; a watch and chain, made by Tiffany 
and worth $300; private papers, and shirt studs 
and sleeve buttons from the body. Among 


the papers were cards inscribe Charles F. 
Blakes, No. 3 West Thirty-fifth-street. A boy 
who was on the pier heard the name and ad- 
firess read off. While the officer was on his 


way to the Thirty-seventh-street station-house 


the boy ran to Mr. Blake’s residence and told 
the news bluntly. He was rewarded with $2, 
and two servants were sent in a carriage to the 
pier where they fully recognized Mr. 
Blake. They were driven back to the house and 
soon after, Mr. Blake’s partner, Mr. E. G. 
Thompson, of No. 18 West Thirty-seventh- 
street and No. 16 Murray-street, and several 
friends, called at the station-house, and re- 
quested Sergt. Combes not to show any one 
the papers that were taken from the dead man, 
They also insisted that Mr.,Blake’s death was 
due to accident, and prevailed on Sergt. 
Combes, and afterward on Capt. Washburn 
and other officers of the command, to keep all 
particulars of the affair a secret. Notice of 
the recovery of the body was sent to the Coro- 
ner’s office, but it was not until 3 P. M. that 
on undertaker’s wagon arrived at the pier and 
took the body from the deck of the canal-boat, 
where it had remained uncovered and exposed 
to the gaze of hundreds. 

Coroner Ellinger and Deputy Coronor Gald- 
schmiedt visited Mr. Blake’s house after the 
body had been taken there. Dr. Goldschmiedt 
-‘pxamined it carefully and did not find ascratch 
or a bruise on it. There was no indication that 
at the time of death Mr. Blake was under the 
influence of stimulants or poison, and the evi- 
dences of death from drowning were clear. 
His family said they could not account for 
bis death. He had neither domestic 
nor financial troubles; was in good 
health on Sunday and in_ excellent 
humor. He took tea at home on Sunday, and 
about 8 o’clock visited Mr. Thompson. They 
parted shortly after 11 0’clock. When asked 
what theory they had adopted in regard to his 
fate, his family said they believed that he acci- 
dentally fell into the river. They did not say 
what business could have taken him to one of 
the vilest and most dangerous neighborhoods 
in the City at an hour when he was usually at 
home, especially on Sunday. Coroner Ellin- 
ger will hold an inquest shortly, and will en- 
deavor to present facts on which a jury can 
render an intelligent verdict. From various 
sources information was gleaned which, while 
it does not make the occurrence less extraordi- 
nary, points to suicide. Mr. Blake, it is said, 
had suffered from malarial fever, and at times 
took large doses of quinine. While under the 
influence of the drug his nervous system was 
shattered, and his condition was such that, so 
the report runs, he had spoken of giving 
up his profession, at least until he ceased 
to suffer from malaria. At times he 
only found relief in taking long and fa- 
tiguing waiks. He usually went out alone and 
returned home at all hours. Itis believed that 
when he Jeft Mr. Thompson he was seized with 
nervous prostration, and decided on taking a 
walk. Although he was conspicuous by 
his stature and bearing, no one, as far 
as can be learned, noticed him on the 
street after he left Mr. Thompson's. It 
is probable that he went to Fifth-avenue, 
walked up to the reservoir and turned into 
Forty-second-street. He knew New-York well, 
and, had he been sane, would hardly have ven- 
tured beyond Ninth-avenue, as the neighbor- 
hood is a horrible one. He probably, it is 
reasoned, fell or jumped into the water at the 
foot of Forty-second-street, after 10 o’clock, 
‘when it was high tide. When the tide turned 
his body was carried through the gas dock, 
where it became covered with tar, and drifted 
into the cattle dock. The time of the accident 
or suicide could not have been after 1:45 A. M., 
as his watch stopped at that time. It was 
wound up when taken from his body, but was 
filled with water. An inmate of the house re- 
Jates that at 1:30 o’clock Mr. Blake’s youngest 
son, aged 7, woke up from a sound sleep much 
agitated and crying, ‘‘Oh papa! Oh papa!”’ 

As Mr. Blake was known to be an intimate 
friend of Prof. Henry Morton, of the Stevens 
Institute, Hoboken, it was thought that he 
might have fallen into the river from the deck 
ot one of the Hoboken ferry-boats while on his 
way to or returning from Hoboken. Mrs. 
Morton informed a reporter of THE TIMES that 
her husband left yesterday morning for Phila- 
delphia, where he is to participate in the exer- 
cises of the inauguration of the new President 
of the University of Pennsylvania. He was 
not aware of his friend’s death. Mrs. Morton 
said that Mr. Blake last visited her house about 
four weeks ago. He had been accustomed to 
visit her husband for several years. Prof. 
Morton was frequently interested as an expert 
in cases in charge of Mr. Blake, and an ac- 
quaintance which was at first purely a busi- 
ness one, ripened into intimacy between the 
two families. Mrs. Morton said Mr. Blake 
had not, however, been in the habit ot visiting 
at her house on Sundays. 

Mr. Blake was a patent lawyer well known 
in New-York and Washington. He was a 
raember of the Union and Century Clubs, and 
his fortune was independent of his professional 
income. His daughters have just made their 
début, and are wellknown insociety. He was 
® graduate of Harvard, Harvard Law School, 
and of Heidelberg. When he began business 
in New-York he was the partner of C. F. Kel- 
ler, who died several years ago. In Summer 
he lived at a countrv seat which he had at 
Westhampton, Long Island. Mrs. Blake is a 
daughter of the late Gen. John A. Dix.

RETIRING THEIR CIRCULATION. 

The Sub-Treasury received on Saturday 
$1,840,000 and yesterday $2,273,000, principally from 
country banks desiring to retire their circulation in 
view of the probability that the 3 per cent Funding 
bill may become alaw. Should this happen they 
will be able to accomplish this purpose only by 


means of their own notes, while now any sort of 
money suffices. They will also be enabled to obtain 
possession at once of their reserve in 4 per cents, 
which can be marketed at a premium of 13 to 14 
per cent., and the 3 per cents, which can be 
used as reserve, can be obtained at par when issued. 
Not ineluded in yesterday's amount was $500,000 in 
gold deposited by the First National Bank, which 
the Sub-Treasury clerks had not time to count, and 
pl.cenee additional was received too late for col- 
ection until Wednesday, making a total thus far of 
649,000, A 
LINKS BETWEEN BiRDS AND REPTILES. 
The lecture-room in the new hall of the New- 
York Academy of Medicine was well filled last 
evening to hear a lecture by Prof. Edward S. Morse, 
Director of the Peacock Academy of Science, at 


Salem, Mass, Dr. B. N. Martin presided. Prof. 
Morse’s subject was “ The Reptilian Affinities of 
Birds.” He began by calling attention to the early 
views regarding the classification of vertebrates, 
and the belief that these classes—and particularly 
tbirds—were widely separated, so much so that 
Owen called the birds a “ closed type.” A clearer 
study of birds had revealed many reptilian 
characters that had not been before cos aw be 
In the characters of the skeleton, and particularly 
in the Soeplonment of the birds and reptiles, the 
elosest resemblances were seen. The most sur- 

rising yevelations had been brought to age in 
Fhe study of the fossil reptiles and birds. He de- 
scribed the remarkable birds that had teeth, and 
also the earlier reptiles in which there were many 
 pird-like The most remarkable form. 


however, was the Archzopleryx, a rare fossil, 
which had been ‘found in Germany. The bones o 
this creature were very much like those of a lizard, 
and its hind lega were like those of a bird, while !t 


was clothed with feathers. It was really a most 
wonderful link between the birds ana the reptiles,

MR. HAVEMEYER’S SLANDER SVIT. 


DISMISSED ON THE GROUND THAT MATTERS 
COMPLAINED OF ARE NOT ACTIONABLE. 

When the suit of Theodore A. Havemeyer, 

to obtain $100,000 damages forslanderous words al- 


leged to havo been uitered by Lawson N, Fuller at 


a public meeting, was called for trial before Judge 


Freedman, inthe Superior Court, on Friday last, 
ex-Judge Dittenhoefer moved to dismiss the com- 
plaint. His first ground was that the wordsalleged 
to have been uttered by the defendant were notac- 
tionable in themselves, since there was not im- 
parted to them an actionable character by ailega- 
tions in the complaint that they were used with 


reference to the plaintiff's business, His other 
rounds were that the words did not refer to Mr. 
Javemeyer as an individnal, but as a member of 
the firm of Havemeyer & Elder, and that no al- 
legations were made in the complaint that the plain- 
tiff had suffered special damages. Mr. John 
E. Parsons, counsel for Mr. Havemeyer, opposed 
the motion. Judge Freedman reserved his deci- 
sion, and allowed the trial to go on in the mean- 
time. He rendered a decision yesterday dismissing 
the suit, and in his opinion says: **The complaint 
is founded upon the alleged false and malicious 
statement that the plaintiff adulterated sugar: that 
he cheated the Government, and that, being guilty 
of cheating the Government, he swore that he did 
not doso. These three charges are, neither singly 
nor collectively, actionable per se. but may become 
actionable by reason of surrounding circumstances, 
to be pleaded and proved, from which the fair in- 
ference can be drawn that the words used were 
such a Way as 
injury. Where 
these surrounding circumstances are not set 


forth, the meaning of the words cannot 
be enlarged by pleading an innuendo, for the office 
of an innuendo is by a reference to preceding mat- 
ter to fix more precisely the meaning. It may help 
to explain, but it cannot enlarge the meaning of 
words anless it be connected with some matter of 
fact expressly averred. It cannot be used to es- 
tablish a new charge, for it is not the nature of an 
innuendo to beget an action. Under the circum- 
stances of this case the plaintiff, in order to make 
the innuendoes pleaded available, should have 
shown in the first place that the words complained 
of were spoken of and concerning him in his busi- 
ness relation as a sugar refiner; but the complaint 
contains no such averment. The complaint avers 
that by reason of the premises the plaintiff has sus- 
tained, and will sustain, serious loss in his business 
through the indisposition of purchasers to buy 
sugars as to which the charge is made that they are 
adulterated, and in consequence he will lose profits 
which otherwise would be realized to him, and he 
has been otherwise injured in his business and 
reputation to his damage $100,000. 

“At the same time, the complaint, on its face, 
shows that the only manner !In which the plaintiff 
is engaged in business is as a membcr of a business 
firm. The name of that firm is not given, nor the 
interest of the plaintiff therein. For all that ap- 
pears, plaintiff's name may not appear in that firm 
name. Itsufficiently appears, however, that the 
loss complained of is not a loss directly to the 
plaintiff, but to the firm. Even if it be conceded, 
therefore, as a general proposition, that, in case of 


spoken aud understood in 


to presumptively work an 


slander against a member of a partnership, individ- 
ually, he is the proper party plaintiff, even though 
the firm be also injured by the speaking of the 
words. It is, nevertheless, necessary, especially 
where the words become actionable only by reason 
of their reference to plaintiff's calling, that the in- 
jury to plaintiff's interest should be specially 
averred. This has not been done, and no facts or 
circumstances are even pleaded from which the 
deduction can be made that the damage 
alleged is the natura! and probable effect of the 
words spoken upon the business of the firm. 
According to the authorities the statement of dam- 
age contained in the complaint is not a sufficient 
statement of special damage, and consequen'ly the 
complaint must be dismissed. This result, arising 
purely from the pleadings in the case, may be a 
disappointment to the plaintiff, especially as it car- 
ries costs against him, because he was driven into 
the commencement of this action by a desire to 
vindicate himself and the large interests he repre- 
sents against the charges made by the refusal of 
the defendant to retract them when called upon. 
But he may console himself somewhat by consider- 
dering that the testimony so far given upon 
this partial trial has substantially vindicated 
him. The defendant, when called as a 
witness on behalf of the plaintiff, dis- 
tinctly admitted that he had no _ personal 
knowledge of the charges made; that they were 
made in the heat of a debate upon the question of 
revision of the tariff; and that in the main they 
were directed more against the sugar refiners as a 
class than against the plaintiff in particular, and 
that even as to them as a class he had no other in- 
formation except what certain Government reports 
furnished and certain officials had remarked. Under 
these circumstances, and especially as Il am of the 
opinion that the defendant could have avoided the 
institution of the action by a retraction, no motion 
for an allowance will be entertained.”

SEVENTY-ONE START IN THE GO-AS-YOU- 
PLEASE—O’LFARY’S COMING MATCH. 

A 2hours’ go-as-you-please race for the 
amateur championship of America and a piece of 
plate began at 10:30 o’clock last night in the 
American Institute building, Third-avenue and 
Sixty-third street. It will be finished at 10:30 0’clock 
to-night. Seventy-five members of athletic clubs 
and associations were entered for the trial, of whom 
71 started when Referee Curtis gave the word. 
The pedestrians were favorites with the book-mak- 
ers in the following order: James H. Gifford, of the 
Irish-American Athletic Club: James Saunders. of 


the Williamsburg? Club; Thomas! M. Buckley, fof 
the Adelphia; Henry Fredrichs, of the Manhattan; 
Edward Hill, of Brooklyn; James Cassidy, of Bay- 
onne; William Fitzgerald, of the Scottish-Ameri- 
can Club; Michael Harris, of Frankford, Penn.; 
Charles Bruce, of the Lafayette Club, and James 
H. Chisholm, of the North Side Club, on whom 
bets varying from eight to fifteen against their win- 
ning were freely made. Big odds were given on 
any of the other walkers whom the customer se- 
lected. The track was a shallow layer of sawdust 
on the cement flooring. A crowd of perhaps a 
thousend persons of athletic predilections wit- 
nessed the start. The immense _ building 
was not heated, and the pedestrians must 
perforce move on for the whole 24 hours, if they 
would avoid freezing to death. Doubtless a large 
crowd of spectators will gather to witness the walk 
to-day, as all the athletic clubs in this City and 
neighborhood are stirred from centre to circumfer- 
ence 7 the match. 

Charlies Rowell, the English pedestrian, Mr. 
George Atkinson, of the London Sporting Life, 
Charles Vaughn, the walker, Bryan McSwyny, Mr.

DANIEL WALLACE’S WILL. 

The will of Daniel Wallace, late of Dobb’s 
Ferry, Westchester County, and for many years the 
coachman of Alexander Hamilton, was admitted to 
probate in the Westchester County Surrogate’s 
Court, at White Plains, yesterday. He left about 


$10,000 worth of property, which he bequeaths as 
follows: To his friends Andrew Gorce, Patrick 
Brant, and Edward Fay the sum of $200 each, to be 
paid to them by his Executor two months after the 
probate of the will. All the rest, residue and re- 
mainder of his estate he bequeaths to his brother, 
Patrick Wallace, who resides in Ireland. He ap- 
points Alexander Hamilton, of New-York, Executor 
of this will, which is dated the 5th day of Novem- 
ber, 1877. To the will is added a codicil, under 
date of Sept. 27, 1880, in which he says: ‘In addi- 
tion to the bequests therein made and which I here- 
by confirm, I give and bequeath to Alexander Hamil- 
ton, in trust, for Ellen, the wife of Edward Fay, the 
sum of $4,000, the income of said sum to be paid to 
the said Elien during her life, and the principal, 
after her death, to be divided among her children 
who may then be living, share and share alike.”

CHEAP IMMIGRANT FARES. 

The steam-ship companies have declared war 
against each other on the question of immigrant 
passenger rates. A short time ago the North Atlan- 
tic Conference, which comprises the various British 
lines plying to this port, made a proposition to the 


Continental Conference, which includes the four 
German lines, to increase immigrant rates to $30 
and allow the English lines $26. This was refused. 
The Inman Line at once began taking immigrant 
pussengers from Antwerp to this country, via Os- 
tend, across the Channel, and thence by rail to 
Liverpool. for $19. On Thursday iast the Conti- 
ere Conference held a meeting, at which the 
Hamburg Line gave notice that, in view of this 
competition, it intended to reduce iis rate to $20,and 
the other German lines followed suit. On Saturday 
last the Red Star and Rotterdam Lines made a still 
further cut to $15. These two last rates, less $3 
commission, are practically but $17 and $12 respect- 
ively.

SIDEWALK VENDORS ROUTED. 


—_——_- ~->- -—_ — 
A RAID ON THE VESEY-STREET STAND-HOLD- 
ERS—A NUISANCE ABATED. 

The sidewalks on Vesey-street yesterday 
afternoon were as deserted asif a month of Sun- 
days had settled upon them, The voices of tho 
clothes vendor, the horse-radish woman, the dealer 
in poultry and other miscelianeous rubbish, were 
all hushed. Pedestrians on their way to the North 
River ferries were astonished at the cleanly ap- 
pearance of the thoroughfare, and many of the 
butchers in Washington Market danced a break- 
down. Clerk John Kettleman and a swarm of 
helpers had plowed their way down Vesey-street, 
from Church to West, carrying before them the 
boxes, barrels, boards, benches, racks, and what- 
not, constituting the “places of business’’ of 150 
curbstone dealers, in spite of the protests and 
curses of the proprietors thereof. The rubbish was 
conveyed to the Corporation-yard for confiscation. 
Not since Andrew H. Green was Controller has 


Vesey-street, in the vicinity of the market, pre- 


sented such a remarkably tidy appearance. Mr. 


Kettleman, who is a butcher, was Clerk of the 
Market under Controller Green, and did such good 
service that Controller Campbell reappointed him. 
A week ago he notified the sidewalk ven- 
dors that tney must “ git”? by Saturday night. 
Some of them _ accepted _ the _ invitation, 
but the most of them waited until yesterday 
to see what Kettleman was really going to ao about 
it. They were fully satisfied when they saw him 
and his men coming up the street. Then com- 
menced sume of the most ludicrous scenes which 
have ever been witnessed by marketmen. The 
dealers scooped their wares into baskets or what- 
ever else that was portable, and fled as fast as their 
legs would carry them, leaving their ** stands” to 
the unmerciful attention of the raiders. In two 
instances Kettieman and his merry men were 
obliged to demolish stands that had been built at 
considerable expense to the proprietor. One of 
these belonged toa butter and cheese dealer at 
Greenwich and Vesey streets, who, not content 
with occupying his legitimate space within the 
stoop line, had encroached 15 inches upon the side- 
walk. The other wasthat of a poultry-dealer at 
West and Vesey streets. The avarice of these 
dealers cost them their places. Nowthat the work 
of clearing away these obstructions is finished, it is 
possible for one to pass between awning posts in 
crossing the street without danger of being im- 
paled on the sharp hooks of the rails that run along 
the curbstone like a country fence. 

Said Mr. Kettleman: ‘ What right have these 
people to occupy the sidewalk down here any 
more than they would in Fifth-avenue? Their 
presence wouldn't be as objectionable, perhaps, if 
the articles in which they deal—poultry, for in- 
stance—were not diseased and unfit for hogs to 
eat. I have seized condensed milk that was sour, 
and of ‘ bob veal’ a quantity that would overload 
afour-horse truck, These people sell by short 
weight, and they give a bad odor to the whole mar- 
ket. If Icanonly have the assistance of the Po- 
lice now, one of the greatest nuisances of the 
City will be done away with altogether. We have 
cleared away the obstacles; now let the Police keep 
tuem cleared and we'll be happy hereabouts.”’ 

There are two other streets to be cleared before 
the Clerk of the market finishes his labors. They 
are West und Greenwich streets, between Barclay 
and Dey. Notices will be given the gutter-snipes 
along each street that they, too, must disappear, 
and unless they obey the scenes of yesterday wili 
be repeated. Capt. Sanders, of the New-Church- 
street station, has directed his officers to see that 
the streets are kept clear hereafter. A member of 
the force innocently inquired if the rule applied to 
everybody, and he was told by the Cierk that no- 
body would be excepted, no matter how strong 
a “political pull’ they - * have.

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DELAYED STEAMERS IN PORT. 
—————»>—_—_ 

THREE FROM EUROPE THAT HAD HEAVY 

GALES NEARLY THE ENTIRE PASSAGE. 
Three more of the overdue European steam- 
ships arrived yesterday and reported having been 
detained by adverse winds. The Ville de Mar- 
seilles, of the French line, sailed from Havre on 
the 5th, with the weather fine, but during the first 
night ont the wind blew from the westward and 
increased in force, causing a rough sea. On the 
following day the wind went to the southward and 
became stronger, and on the 7th the sea was very 
rough, and the storm began to grow rapidly more 
severe, During the night of the 7th tne wind blew 


with terrific force from south-west and north-west, 
rolling up a tremendous head-sea. which fre- 
quently swept over the forward part of the steamer. 
The waves could be seen ahead traveling toward the 
vessel and so much higher than her decks that 
it seemed as if they were about to engulf her. The 
tempest became so severe that the Marseilles was 
obliged to heave-to with her head to the sea. On 
the afternoon of the 8th the wind moderated, and 
the vessel steamed on her course, but the sea con- 
tined very rough. For several days afterward the 
wind blew from north-west or south-west, accom- 
pante by severe squalls. At times it ran to a fear- 

ul height and broke over the vessel, but without 
causing much injury. After passing the banks the 
weather was quite cold, and considerable snow fell. 

Theo Hecla, of the Cunard Line, from Liverpool, 
sailed on the 5th, and called at Queenstown on the 
6th. Westerly gales set in as soon as she left port, 
and continued during the greater part of the 
passage. Altogether, the Hecla did not have more 
than three days of good weather. The wind blew 
from west-south-west and west-north-west, and 
whenever itcame from the latter quarter heavy 
squalls appeared. The seas were tremendous, and 
as they swept up from the westward they tore over 
the Hecla’s bows, or caused her to roll heavily. 
One gale followed another during the whole pass- 
age, but the steamer weathered the storms unin- 
jured. After passing the Banks the weather was quite 
cold, the mercury in the thermometer falling to 26° 
above zero, and the bows and forward rigging be- 
coming covered with ice. The City of Richmond, 
of the Inman Line, from Liverpool, sailed on the 
10th, and cailed at Queenstown on the Jith. On 
the 14th it blew a strong gale, and on the following 
day heavy squalls were met with. During the 
night of the 16th it blew heavily from the westward, 
and the sea was very high, so that at noon the fol- 
lowing day the patent log showed that only 202 
miles had been traveled during the preceding 24 
hours. The weather continued bad on the 18th 
and 19th. Capt. Whitehurst, of the steam-ship 
Flamborough, which arrived from Bermuda yester- 
day, reports that on the 19th, in latitude 36° 16’ and 
longitude 68° 25’, he passed a wreck with all its 
spars gone by the deck. Apparently it was the 
wreck of a schooner, on the stern of which could 
be seen “John L—, of Edgartown,”

FAILURES IN THE DRY GOODS TRADE. 

The failure of Emanuel Morris, wholesale 
dealer in dry goods, with a New-York office at No. 
809 Canal-street and stores at Corpus Christi and 
Laredo, Texas, and at New-Laredo, Mexico, is re- 
ported, with liabilities estimated at $100,000. Hoe 
commenced business in Texas in 1850 and went 
through bankruptcy in 1868, after compromising at 
asmall percentage. He did a very large business, 
but, as he had to grant large credits, he was always 
hard up for ready money. In March last he made 
a statement showing assets $141,000 and liabilities 
$61,000. He has made an assignment to D. Kirsch. 
At the New-York office it was stated yesterday that 
a dispatch had been received reporting the failure, 
but it contained no particulars of the assets or lia- 
bilities. It was thought that the trade estimate of 
liabilities was not too high, and a large part is due 
to dry goods merchants in this City. 

Mr. Joseph Dart, of the firm of Swezey & Dart, 
dry goods commission merchants, at No. 86 Leon- 
ard-street, the senior partner of which is a fugitive 
forger, has brought suit for dissolution of the part- 
nership and has filed complaint in the Kings County 
Supreme Court, and an order of publication of sum- 
mons against Mr. Swezev has been granted. Mr. 
Abel Denison has heen appointed Receiver of the 
pa: tnership effects, but, as the firm made an assign- 
ment, the Receiver will not find much property. 
This course was necessary to acquire jurisdiction.

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THE GERMAN HOSPITAL. 


The annual meeting of the German Hospital 


and Dispensary Society of New-York was held last 
evening at the rooms of the Liederkranz Society, 
in Fourth-street, Willy Wallach in the chair. The 
officers and Trustees elected for this year are: 
President—Willy Wallach; Vice-Presidents—Theo- 


dore Kilian and Gustav Freygang; Treasurer—Gus- 
tav Schwab; Secretary—Dr. G. Langman; Trus- 
tees—P, Balluff, F. W. Christern, L. F. Dommerich, 
Mark Eidlitz, Gustav Freygang, Louis Kaem- 
merer, Friedrich Heller, J. T. Hanemann, The- 
odore_ Kilian, a. Ww. Krueger, Wilhelm 
Kurtz, Gustav Langmann, A. Schalk, Fried- 
rich Schack, Carl H. Schultz, Gustav Schwab, 
August Zinsser, and Willy Wallach. In their re- 
port the ‘Trustees said that the past year was a 
very favorable one for the institution. Charitable 
donations flowed in freely, 100 new names were 
added to the list of members of the Hospital Socie- 
ty, and they were able to grant free treatment to 
three-fourths of the 976 patients; $8,252 was re- 
ceived from paying patients, a legacy of $5,000 was 
left by the late L. Dirr, and $33,528 was received 
from the City and other sources. This enabled the 
Trustees to pay off a mortgage of $3,000 on the 
dispensary building and to make other improve- 
ments. The Ladies’ Society took an active interest 
in the hospital by arranging a Christmas festival 
and sending gifts of bedding and clothing. Many 
of these donations were made by the inmates of 
the Isabella Home through the influence of Mrs. 
Ottendorfer, its President. A friend, whose name 
is not mentioned in the report, has volunteered to 
erect a new building to accommodate 50 women 
and children. Of the 976 patients treated during 
the year only 7.77 per cent. died. The dispensary, 
at No. 65 Eighth-street, was open to the public from 
2to6o0’clock P. M. on week-days. The number of 
patients treated during the year was 21,241. They 
were attended to by 22 physicians, received 34,413 
prescriptions. The financial report states that the 
receipts for the past year from all sources amount- 
ed to $46,780, and the expenditures for treatment, 
food, taxes, payment of mortgage, and a new 
‘building for an isolatory and dead-house were 
$46, 164. ; ;
